Viets Capture Red 
Supplies And Guns 


SAIGON 
(U PI)-South Viet­ 
nam ese Black Panther forces 
destroyed a Communist supply 
cache hidden near the Laotian 
border and in the sam e mourn 
tain ju n gles captured three 
122mm long range North Viet- 
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nam ese guns, military spokes 
men said today. 


It was the first m ajor success 
for a 13,000-man South Viet­ 
nam ese task force now in the 
second week of a sweep across 
625 square miles of rugged ter­ 
rain below the Demilitarized 
one (DMZ). 


South V ietnam ese m ilitary 
spokesm en 
said a 220-man 
Black Panther unit operating 11 
miles northwest of the old Khe 
Sanh combat base and about 
one-half mile from Laos Sunday 
and early today withstood a 
barrage of about 100 “ undeter­ 
mined type” shells directed at 
their position and took no cas­ 
ualties. 
They said the unit located 
and destroyed three Soviet built 
Molotova trucks, 1,4 00 gallons 
of gasoline, 200 rounds of 82mm 
m ortar shells and nearly 5,000 
pounds of bagged rice con 
cealed in a cave complex near 
the border. 
The unit also found the bodies 
of 27 North Vietnamese soldiers 
killed earlier in some of the 
m assive air strikes which have 
been supporting the operation 
along with three Sovietm ade 
122mm field artillery pieces, 
the spokesman said. 
American B52 bombers late 
Sunday and early today sup­ 
ported the drive with six more 
m issions, dropping upwards of 
500 tons of explosives. 


McGo ve rn 
Arrive s 
in Sa ig o n 


SAIGON (U PD -Sen. George 
McGovern. D-S.D., arrived to­ 
day in South Vietnam on his 
round-the-world fact-finding 
tour and criticized President 
Nguyen Van Thieu’s one-man 
race for re-election in October. 


M cGovern, 
the 
only 
an ­ 
nounced Democratic candidate 
for the U.S. presidential elec­ 
tion in 197 2, shrugged off an 
earlier threat by South Viet­ 
namese Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky that if McGovern ever 
appeared in Vietnam Ky would 
kick him out. 


“ Since Gen. Ky made that 
statement he has joined me as 
a critic of the Thieu govern­ 
ment,” 
McGovern said upon 
arrival from Paris. “ Perhaps 
we are not as far apart as when 
he made that statem ent.” 


McGovern had angered Ky 
several months ago when he 
attempted to link the vice presi­ 
dent with drug smuggling. Ky 
said McGovern was a “ tool of 
the Communists.” 


En route to Vietnam, McGov­ 
ern had a stopover in Tel Aviv 
and told a news conference he 
felt it was vital for the United 
S ta te s to send Israel m ore 
Phantom jet fighterbombers. 


Na der Rips V W 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Con­ 
sum er advocate Ralph Nader 
says the highly popular Volks­ 
wagen beetle is “ the most haz­ 
ardous car currently in use in 
significant numbers in the Unit­ 
ed States” and the bigger mi­ 
crobus should be barred perm a­ 
nently from the road. 
Nader, in a 200-page report 
issued during the weekend, 
urged the German m anufactur­ 
er to recall all three million 
VW's which he said have been 
sold to American buyers and to 
correct a variety of alleged 
safety hazards. 
Volkswagen immediately de­ 
fended its products, saying it 
met or exceeded all safety stan­ 
dards and is “ providing mil­ 
lions of owners with safe, de­ 
p e n d a b le 
and 
e c o n o m ica l 
transportation.” 
N ader claim ed the recall 
would cost V olksw agen $184 
million and was necessary to 
correct these alleged hazards: 
“ The danger of injury from 
the windshield, the weakness of 
the seat backs, the likelihood of 
the doors opening in a crash, 
the consequent likelihood of 
passenger ejection, the danger­ 
ous 
location of the gasoline 
tank, the propensity of the gas 
cap and the gas lines to come 
off during a crash, steering 
column penetration in a frontal 
crash, the vulnerability of the 
doors to side im pacts, extraor­ 
dinary sidewind sensitivity and 
handling qualities which make 
the car unpredictable.” 


W a rned O f Fire 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A for­ 
mer engineer with the Apollo 
program . 
John 
D ietz, 
had 
warned 15 days before the Apol­ 
lo 1 fire that killed three astro­ 
nauts that there was a danger 
of fire on the space capsule. 
Life magazine said yesterday. 
Astronauts Gus Grissom, Ed 
White and Roger Chaffee were 
killed during the ground test at 
Cape Kennedy Jan . 27 , 1967 . 
Dietz’ report supports a $10 
million suit filed by Grissom ’s 
widow against North American 
Rockwell Corp., the prime con­ 
tractor for the spacecraft, Life 
said. 
Dietz, a General Electric em ­ 
ployee working on the Apollo 
p ro ject in H ouston, becam e 
concerned 
about fire danger 
when a fire broke out during an 
April, 1966, test of an Apollo 
environmental control system. 
Dietz tried to get a rundown 
on inflammable m aterials in 
the capsule and North Ameri­ 
can offered to make a survey 
for $93,200 which was not paid, 
Life said. 


Fatal Pileup 


W A R R IN G TO N , E n g lan d 
(UPI) — About 200 cars and 
trucks crashed into each other 
today on a fog-bound superhigh­ 
way in northwestern England, 
leavin g 
dead, 
injured 
and 
crushed vehicles in one of the 
worst automobile pileups in Bri­ 
tish history. 


Police said at least eight per­ 
sons were killed, more than 50 
others were injured and more 
bodies were being recovered 
from the wreckage strewn over 
the M6 Motorway near War­ 
rington, 15 miles southeast of 
Liverpool. 


Firemen fought truck blazes 
and with blow torches helped 
am bulan ce d riv ers cut dead 
and injured from the bulks of 
twisted metal. 
Police said the huge pileup 
occurred when several trucks 
collided while speeding along 
the motorway despite flashing 
warning signs to slow down 
because of dense fog conditions.

BELFA ST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — The two men walked 
from their car, left a package 
in the building doorway and 
drove off. The delivery took 
only seconds. 
Anywhere else it might not 
have attracted much attention. 
But in Belfast residents know it 
usually m eans only one thing. 
Their reaction last night w as 
alm ost instinctive — they dived 
for cover.

Sac rament Change 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - The 
V atican announced today a 
change in the centuries-old for­ 
mula used in confirmation, one 
of the seven sacram ents of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
The new rite calls for anoint­ 
ing with perfumed oil instead of 
the trad itio n al layin g on of 
hands, and a different set of 
words said by the bishop. 
The reform is outlined in a 
document signed by Pope Paul 
VI.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -W orn- 
en and minority workers are 
under-represented in m anageri­ 
al and policy-making jobs, ac­ 
cording to the latest survey of 
the Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission.

MOSCOW (U P I)-N ik ita S. 
Khrushchev was buried today 
in the least hallowed part of 
Moscow’s second best ceme­ 
tery. The Kremlin said goodbye 
with a seven-foot wreath of pine 
boughs and a seven-line Pravda 
obituary for the man it called a 
“ merit pensioner.” 
No Communist Party or gov­ 
ernment leaders were present 
at the funeral of this unperson 
who had ruled as premier and 
party leader until he was de­ 
posed in 1964 . He was denied 
burial in the wall of the Krem­ 
lin, the pantheon of Soviet he­ 
roes. 
The eulogy was by his blonde, 
bespectacled son, Sergei, who 
stood in a light mist, occasion­ 
ally glancing down at the open 
coffin draped in black and red 
crepe. “ There were many who 
loved him, many who hated 
him. but few could pass him 
by.” he said. 
It was a funeral for a man. 
not a political leader, and there 
was no hint of politics in the 
brief service. Khrushchev lay 
in a simple wooden casket, his 
body covered with a red satin 
coverlet which left his face 
free. His m edals, including 
three stars of the Hero of the 
Soviet Union, the nation’s high­ 
est honor, were strewn across 
his feet. They were buried with 
him. 
K hrush chev’s 
wife 
of 4 8 
y e a rs, Nina P etrovna, w as 
there in a black lace mantilla 
and a black coat. She stepped 
forward and bent over Khrush­ 
chev’s face for farewell. She 
caressed his forehead, her fin­ 
gertips moving from one side to 
the other in what appeared to 
be a religious gestu re. She 
gently kissed his forehead and 
hands. 


The tears flowed at the end 
when g r a v e y a r d w orkm en 
stepped forward in their blue 
overalls and pounded shut the 
lid of the coffin, which was 
lowered on ropes into the grave 
while a black-suited brass band 
played the national anthem. 


All that was left at the end 
was a mound of dirt, the pine 
bough wreath and a white stone 
m arker bearing Khrushchev’s 
portrait and a gold engraving: 
“ Khrushchev, Nikita Sergeyev­ 
ich. 1894 -197 1.” 
Khruschev died Saturday at 


the age of 7 7 in the suburban 
Kremlin hospital from a m as­ 
sive heart attack. His coffin lay 
open in the hospital’s Hall of 
Mourning and was taken today 
to Novodevichy Cemetery, a 
burial ground for the not-so- 
great and the has-beens. 


Only one famous Soviet citi­ 
zen m ourned publicly over 
Khrushchev’s body, not at the 
cemetery but at a wake in the 
Hall of Mourning. He was Yev­ 
geny Yevtushenko, the fire ­ 
brand poet who made his liter­ 
ary name when 
Khrushchev 
relaxed the censorship of Josef 
V. Stalin. 


Yevtushenko stood b riefly 
gazing down at Khrushchev’s 
face. His mouth was set in a 
grim line as though he were 
working to control emotion. He 
did not weep and he walked 
away after a minute or so. 


There were many Russians 
who thought their bluff and 
earthy Nikita deserved the hon­ 
or of burial in the Kremlin wall 
for his role in ending Stalinist 
terror, but they said so private­ 


ly. 


About 250 persons, family, 
friends and a small crowd of 
unknown R u ssian s ad m irers 
stood in the remote and little ho­ 
nored com er of the cemetery. 
One, a woman in a blue rain­ 
coat, bent over the coffin and 
wept uncontrollably. 


The burial site w as in a 
remote com er of the cemetery. 
It was as far as one could get 
from the inner sanctum area 
where other honored political 
figures such as the wife of 
Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin are 
buried, diagonally across the 
sprawling cemetery and within 
sight of elevated railway trains 
that pass outside the cemetery 
walls.

To Get 'Fix' 


On Robbers 


LONDON (UPI)—A ham radio 
operator overheard a band of 
bank robbers chatting away on 
walkie talkies Sunday as they 
looted a branch of Lloyd’s 
Bank, but police were helpless 
because they could not get a fix 
on the radio conversation. 
Today, the Lloyd’s branch on 
Baker Street in the fashionable 
Marlyebone District of London 
found the thieves had tunneled 
into the strongroom and got 
away with “ a substantial sum, 
possibly hundreds of thousands 
of pounds.” 
The radio ham told police he 
heard one of the robbers say, 
“ We are sitting on 500,000 
pounds ($1.2 million).” 
In the transmissions moni­ 
tored and taped around 2 a.m. 
Sunday the robbers also talked 
of “ fumes from cutting appara­ 
tus,” “ getting sandwiches and 
flasks of tea” and “ taking a 
rest.” 
The radio ham, whose name 
w-as withheld, said one robber 
seemed to be speaking from 
inside the bank and the other 
from a rooftop lookout. 
British Post Office detector 
vans fanned out to try to get a 
“ fix” on the transmission. They 
narrowed them to a 10-mile 
radius around Marlyebone 
when the walkie-talkie chatter 
stopped. Police and detectives 
swarmed through Marlyebone 
Sunday checking banks, includ­ 
ing the Lloyd’s branch on Bak­ 
er Street. But they detected 
nothing amiss and left—without 
bothering to check inside the 
strong room. 
Bank representatives and po­ 
lice found the strong room door 
secure and “ everything seemed 
to be okay,“ a Scotland Yard 
spokesman said. ’’Only on ar­ 
rival of the staff this morning it 
was found entry had been made 
by a hole in the strong room 
floor.“ 


Burglar Takes $24 
From Cash Box 


A burglar broke into the San 
Rafael City Library sometime 
between Wednesday and Friday 
and took $24, police reported 
today. 
According to police the bur­ 
glar apparently entered the li­ 
brary’s young people’s room by 
removing several window panes 
and took the money from a 
cash box. 


Sensitivity Of Fish 
To Pollution Probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
doesn’t take an awful lot of 
pollution to jeopardize the sur­ 
vival chances of fish and other 
marine species. 
Just a little will do the trick if 
it disrupts the chemical com­ 
munication systems on which 
such creatures depend. 
Scientists of the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution told 
the American Chemical Socie­ 
ty’s annual meeting today that 
less than lethal amounts of 
pollutants can turn a thriving 
marine community into a dying 
one. Affected are such senses 
as smell and taste. 
Said Dr. David B. Boylan, a 
Woods Hole chemist: 
“ One of the weakest links in 
the life chain of aquatic organ­ 
isms may be the dependence of 
this life on the use of certain 
chemical signals for communi­ 
cation.” 
“ Natural chemicals, either 
released from other organisms 
or present in the aquatic envi­ 
ronment,” he said, “ serve to 
stimulate certain actions such 
as attraction to food, attraction 
of male to female, recognition 
of predators by prey, recogni­ 
tion of homestream territory by 
migrating fish, and many oth­ 
ers.” 
Consider the lobster. Boylan 
found in a study of oil pollution 
that lobsters, for some reason, 


were attracted to extremely 
low dilutions of kerosene, 
though it did them no good and 
interfered with their normal 
chemical communication. 
This caused many changes in 
normal lobster behavior and 
resulted in “ a decrease in local 
population density.” 
Boylan said population effects 
of pollution “ could be catas­ 
trophic” in the case of far- 
ranging fish such as salmon, 
which come home to spawn 
only in the streams where they 
were born. 
Such fish are able to sense 
the “ chemical fingerprint” of 
their homestreams even though 
the water differs only slight 
from adjacent streams. 
How much or how little or 
what kind of pollution would it 
take to destroy the ability of 
fish to find their exclusive 
spawning sites after a lifetime 
at sea? The Woods Hole scien­ 
tists hope to find out.

techniques in direct co ro nary 
artery surgery and disappo int­ 
ment o v er the po st-o perativ e 
results o f heart transplant cas­ 
es hav e resulted in a sharp 
decline in heart transplants, 
acco rding to an article in the 
current issue o f J o urnal o f the 
American Medical Asso ciatio n. 
The repo rt, prepared by the 
American Co llege o f Surgeo ns 
—Natio nal Institutes o f Health 
Organ Transplant Registry , is 
the first summary o f wo rld 
transplant ex p eriences, the 
AMA said. 
The first human heart trans­ 
plant was perfo rmed in Decem­ 
ber. 
1967 . In the 12 mo nths 
fo llo wing that in itial o p eratio n , 
101 such o peratio ns were p er­ 
fo rmed, the article said. 
Ho wev er, it said, in 1969 and 
19 7 0, 
the 
num ber 
dro pped 
sharply and in 197 0, o nly 17 
heart transplants w ere per­ 
fo rmed.

which he said stand to reap a 
$7 0 billio n windfall o v er the 
nex t decade under Nix o n’s 10 
per cent inv estment tax credit 
pro po sal. 
The labo r leader, who repeat­ 
edly has attacked the pro gram 
Nix o n o utlined almo st a mo nth 
ago , said the President's tax 
pro po sals “ will create few jo bs 
if any ...giv e no stimulus to the 
eco no my and ... make the tax 
burden o f all American families 
ev en mo re inequitable.”

“ Surrender the ho stages. Sur­ 
render the ho stages. Lie do wn 
o n the flo o r and put y o ur hands 
o n y o ur head.” 
The attack o n the priso n 
cam e witho ut warning. Ro cke­ 
feller had signed the ex ecutiv e 
o rder calling up the Natio nal 
Guard ho urs earlier, but it was 
no t anno unced. 
The assault started with a 
sm all helico pter sent to o ne 
co rner o f the huge cellblo ck 
building to div ert the attentio n 
o f the rebels. So o n after, two 
larger Army ’co pters mo v ed in, 
dum ping w hat o ne o fficial 
called “ to ns” o f tear gas o n the 
building. 
State tro o pers and deputies 
sto rmed thro ugh the fro nt gate 
to ward the cellblo ck, halted fo r 
sev eral mo ments by barricades 
at ev ery intersectio n. 
When they entered the o uter 
part o f the cellblo ck, they fo und 
eight bo dies. 
“ It was ho rrible, just unbe­ 
liev able,” o ne tro o per said. 
Twenty minutes after the as­ 
sault began, a Natio nal Guard 
artillery battalio n entered with 
sev eral hundred men and Red 
Cro ss ambulances. Three ho urs 
later, a plea went o ut fo r mo re 
ambulances to bring o ut the 
dead and injured fro m the gray 
walled priso n. 
An Army demo litio n team 
disco v ered ex plo siv es inside the 
priso n and said the priso ners 
had dug undergro und tunnels 
and wired them with ho me­ 
made bo mbs. 
A light rain fell o n the priso n 
thro ugho ut the mo rning. Tear 
gas clung like fo g to the priso n 
buildings. 
As the lucky ho stages were 
freed, their names were read 
by o fficials to relativ es waiting 
o utside the main gate. So me 
wept fo r jo y ; o thers waited to 
hear the fate o f husbands and 
so ns.

Not Needed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -S e n . 
Alan Cransto n. D Calif., said 
to day the 75 -day lapse o f the 
draft law sho wed it was no t 
needed and v o wed to co ntinue a 
filibuster against stalled legis 
latio n to ex tend selectiv e serv 
ice two mo re y ears. 


As the Senate resumed de­ 
bate o n the measure fo llo wing a 
lo ng recess, Senate Republican 
leader Hugh Sco tt anno unced at 
the same time he wo uld so o n 
initiate a fo rmal mo v e to put 
“ an end to this farce” and halt- 
debate. 


The measure has been befo re 
Co ngress fo r sev en mo nths. The 
prev io us draft law technically 
ex pired J une 3 0 but the sy stem 
co ntinues to o perate, o ther than 
inductio n o f men. 
The pro po sal o ppo sed by 
Cransto n wo uld ex tend selec­ 
tiv e serv ice until J une 3 0, 19 73 , 
and wo uld giv e the military its 
largest pay raise in histo ry . 
Senate Demo cratic lea der 
Mike Mansfield said he wo uld 
no t suppo rt the filibuster fo rces 
but declined to co mmit himself 
o n Sco tt’s clo ture pro po sal. 
Ho wev er, the Mo ntana Demo 
crat suggested he might fav o r 
sending the co ntro v ersial legis­ 
latio n back to a Ho useSenate 
co nference co mmittee to try ’ to 
reach a co mpro mise. 
There was a break in Repub 
Iican ranks when Sen. Go rdo n 
Allo tt, o f Co lo rado , urged the 
Senate to reject the measure o n 
gro unds its military pay raise 
pro v isio n was unfair to lo w 
ranking men and o fficers. 
Allo tt, the Sena te’s No . 3 : 
ranking Republican, urged his 
co llegaues no t to be “ stamped­ 
ed” by administratio n argu­ 
ments that the co mpro mise 
sho uld be passed quickly to 
av ert a depletio n o f military 
manpo wer. 
While he did no t directly indi­ 
cate whether he wo uld suppo rt 
a filibuster, Allo tt said “ I do 
no t fav o r, and will no t suppo rt, 
any undue delay .”

China Gains Foothold In Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR (U P I)- 
The aweso me image o f China 
disso lv ed in co co nut drinks and 
lilting Malay so ngs last week at 
the end o f the sev en-day v isit o f 
the first o fficial delegatio n fro m 
the Co mmunist mainland to 
Malay sia. 
Dancing the gay Malay “ jo g- 
et,” the 13 -man team o f Peking 
trade o fficials celebrated the 
co nclusio n o f a substa ntia l 
trade agreement in the co mpa­ 
ny o f well-pro po rtio ned Malay 
girls at a leading nightspo t. 
Their ho st was Mo hamed 
Khir J o hari, minister o f co m­ 
merce and industry . Instead o f 
austere 
Mao 
ja ckets, 
the 
Chinese do nned bright-pa t­ 
terned “ Ba tek” spo rt shirts 
made in rural Malay sia. 
There was plenty o f reaso n 
fo r bo th sides to be jo lly . China 
esta blished its first friendly 
fo o tho ld in this part o f So uth­ 
east Asia. Malay sia to o k ano th­ 
er giant stride to ward patching 
up differences with her o nce 
arch-fo e. 


Chang Kuang-to u, directo r o f 
the China Chemical Impo rt-Ex ­ 
po rt Co rpo ratio n and leader o f 
the delegatio n, to ld a dinner 
ga thering. “ Our ties stretch 
back to a tho usand y ears. But 
the imperialists interfered. I 
am co nfident the ex change o f 
such v isit will lead to a further 
strengthening o f ties between 
the peo ples o f Malay sia and 
China.” 
The third day the Chinese 
were here. Chang led fiv e 
co lleagues in a meeting with 
Prime Minister Tun Abdul Ra- 
zak. It was Razak who turned 
Malay sia fro m pro -Western an­ 
tico mmunism to no n-alignment 
in fo reign affairs last Septem­ 
ber after he to o k o v er as head 
o f go v ernment fro m Tengku 
Abdul Rahman. 
Their 4 0-minute talk was re­ 
po rted to hav e ranged fro m 
table-tennis to Razak’s pro po sal 
fo r neutralizatio n o f So utheast 
Asia. 
Razak is seeking guarantees 
by China, the United States and 


the So v iet Unio n in the fo rm o f 
a United Natio ns declaratio n 
fo r no n-interference in a neu­ 
tra lized So utheast Asia. He 
say s he also wants ev entual 
diplo matic ties with Peking, but 
adds China must reco gnize Ma­ 
lay sia as an independent so v er­ 
eign natio n and sto p interfering 
in her internal affairs. 


Co mmunist China traditio nal­ 
ly has lent mo ral ¿ nd so me 
phy sical suppo rt to Co mmunist 
insurgency in Malay sian jun­ 
gles alo ng the Thai and Indo ne­ 
sian bo rders. 


Chang’s v isit appeared to be 
a definite step in Razak’s de­ 
sired directio n. Chang signifi­ 
cantly spo ke o f “ Malay sia” and 
no t “ Malay a,” the fo rm China 
used befo re to imply no nreco g­ 
nitio n o f the Malay sian federa­ 
tio n. 
Chang’s team spent three 
day s o f talks with o fficials fro m 
the natio nal trading co rpo ra­ 
tio n. Pernas. Pernas recently 
to o k o v er fro m lo cal Chinese 


merchants all Malay sian trad­ 
ing with China. 
Fo ur millio n resident Chinese 
fo rm Malay sia’s largest mino ri­ 
ty and co ntro l much o f the 
eco no my here. The fact China 
has agreed to trade with an 
agency spo nso red by the Ma­ 
la y do minated 
go v ernment 
rather than indiv idual Chinese 
entrepreneurs was taken in o ffi­ 
cial circles as a po sitiv e diplo ­ 
matic gesture. 
It also calmed fears amo ng 
Malay sia's 5 millio n Malay ma­ 
jo rity that a detente with China 
will stir racial passio ns amo ng 
M alay sian Chinese, mo st o f 
who m maintain at least senti­ 
mental feeling fo r their fo rmer 
ho meland. 
During the v isit no activ ity 
was repo rted between security 
fo rces and bo rder Co mmunists 
near the fro ntier with Thailand. 
Razak seeks to pull the rug 
fro m under the lo cal Co mmu­ 
nist terro rists by his wo o ing o f 
China. 
In the final co mmunique 


Chang’s team pledged to make 
Malay sia their main so urce o f 
rubber fo r an indefinite perio d. 
The co mmunique said direct 
trade links had been estab­ 
lished and go v ernment-o wned 
Malay sian and Chinese ships 
will begin calling at each o thers 
po rts “ as a big step fo rward” 
to ward fo rmal trade ties.

Will Death 
Of Monk 
Be Solved? 


PHNOM PENH (UPI)-Cam- 
bodia’s case of the murdered 
monk, a tale of politics, nation­ 
alism and religion, will likely 
never be solved. 
Government officials and fol­ 
lowers of the venerable abbot 
Ek San are convinced that Viet 
Cong stabbed the monk to 
death, stuffed his mouth with 
stones, weighted his body and 
tossed it into the Tonie Sap, a 
major river 55 miles northwest, 
of Phnom Penh. 
“ It would have been impossi­ 
ble for a Cambodian to kill Ek 
San,” said another monk, who 
had known the dead Buddhist 
priest for six years. 


The Communists have not yet 
published their side of the sto­ 
ry, but it is likely, if past 
precedents are followed, that 
they will blame Cambodian sol­ 
diers. 
Ek San was the head monk in 
Prey Kry, a rich village 50 
miles north of Phnom Penh, 
and reportedly had not cooper­ 
ated well with the Viet Cong 
during the year they controlled 
the town. 
He was last seen entering the 
forest near Prey Kry Aug. 24. 
He said he was going to find the 
Viet Cong to demand the re­ 
lease of two of Ek San’s stu­ 
dents held by the Communists. 
Four days later his body was 
found floating in the river. A 
piece of barbed wire, which had 
apparently been tied to a rock, 
was dangling from the monk’s 
corpse. 
The Cambodian government 
immediately denounced the 


“ barbarous assassination” of 
Ek San, and Information Minis­ 
ter Long Boret asked for public 
donations so that a state funer­ 
al could be held. 
Ek San was “ savagely assas­ 
sinated by the anti-Buddhist 
Viet Cong'and North Vietnam­ 
ese while he tried to serve the 
population and the cause of the 
Cambodian republic,’’ the min­ 
ister said. 
The effect on the civilian 
population was one of shock. 
“ We do not know why anyone 
would kill a monk,” said Srey 
Bunthol, deputy governor of 
Kompongn Chhnang province, 
in which Prey Kry is situated. 
“ Maybe they thought he was a 
government agent.” 


Only seven prisoners were 
still in the Bastille when the 
Paris mob stormed it July 14, 
1789.

The youths, who have 
seriously studied sewage prob­ 
lems, are seeking election to 
the Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District board which meets 
there. 


.Joseph J. Franaszek of 17 
Juno Road, and Christian G. 
F’ritz of 700 Hawthorne Drive, 
are the youngest candidates for 
public office in Marin's history 
as they take advantage of the 
new state taw making 18-year- 
olds eligible for public office. 
The two graduated with 


honors from Redwood High 
School and plan to attend the 
University of California at 
Berkeley this year. They said 
they have been working on 
ideas together and would like 
to be elected as a team. 
Asked why they are running 
for the district, Fritz said, “ The 
district is small enough so that 
we can effect a change. We feel 
our interest, capacity to handle 
the job and the issues we sup­ 
port overcome our lack of expe­ 
rience.” 
The candidates outlined two 
proposals they would like the 
board to consider: 
The first is to eliminate what 
they call an “ unnecessary 
smell’’ at the Trestle Glen 
plant. Franaszek said he talked 


to the Santa Clara County sani­ 
tation district manager who 
said the odor could be eliminat­ 
ed. 


Fritz noted the odor has been 
around a long time and it is 
about time the board to come to 
some actioN to alleviate the 
unpleasant smell which often­ 
times drifts up to Little Reed 
Heights. 


The youths also proposed 
combining two or more sani­ 
tation districts to avoid dupli­ 
cation and increase efficien­ 
cy. 
They 
also suggest 
constructing a new treatment 
plant with a high temperature 
furnace capable of treating 
both refuse and sewage at 10 
times below the federal air 


standards, according to Fran­ 
aszek. 
He said there is already such 
a plant in San Leandro which 
serves about 150,000 people, 
three-fourths the population of 
Marin. Fritz said the new plant 
would have a high price tag but 
if several districts were com­ 
bined, the taxpayers could save 
money in the long run. 
Both youths emphasized they 
did not want to be thought of as 
“ youth candidates.” Franaszek 
said, “ We don’t want to be 
elected because we are 18, nor 
do we want to be voted against 
because of our age.” 
One problem the youths said 
they sensed talking to people 
was apathy. “ People can suc­ 
cessfully defeat you by ignoring 


you,” Franaszek said. Many 
people have a hopeless feeling 
that no matter who they elect 
the board will not be respon­ 
sive, he added. 


Both candidates, who have 
had experience in student 
government, said they feel 
part of the job is to bring 
complaints and proposals oth­ 
er than their own before the 
board. 


The youths said that if they 
were elected and did a compe­ 
tent job, they think it would 
help change adult attitudes that 
young people are “ shiftless” 
and would also pave the way 
for other youths who feel they 
have something to contribute 
for public office.

Lt. Galley 
Refuses 
To Talk 


f t . M 
cPh er s o n , Ga. o jpd 
—Lt. William L. Calley Jr. re­ 
fused to testify today at the 
court-martial of his former 
commander. Capt. Ernest L. 
Medina, and Medina's attorney 
said he would prove that Calley 
“ was solely responsible” for 
the massacre at My Lai. 
Calley, the only man convict­ 
ed thus far in the My Lai affair, 
was brought here from Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., where he has been 
under house arrest, to appear 
as the opening witness for the 
defense. 
He refused to testify on ad- * 
vice of his attorney, however, 
and neither the court nor Medi­ 
na's attorney, F. Lee Bailey, 
pressed the point. 
The military judge, Col. Ken­ 
neth A. Howard, declined to 
order Calley to testify, noting 
the young lieutenant still could 
face a retrial, and in such an 
event anything he said here 
could be used against him. 
Bailey let the matter pass, 
telling the court. “ I don’t want 
to parade him in here and 
embarrass him” by forcing him 
to plead the Fifth Amendment. 
Medina is on trial on three 
charges. He is accused of per­ 
sonally killing a woman, order­ 
ing the death of a small boy, 
and failing to stop his troops 
from killing 100 other civilians. 
Calley also was tried for 102 
murders at My Lai. He was 
convicted on 22 counts and sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment, but 
the sentence has been reduced 
to 20 years confinement. 
Bailey said the defense would 
produce “ the man who shot 
that boy” Medina is accused of 
killing. “ He will say he re­ 
ceived no order from Capt. 
Medina, but did it on his own." 
Bailey said Medina himself, 
and another witness, will relate 
the shooting of the woman, 
showing that Medina thought 
the woman was about to throw 
a hand grenade at him and 
“ shot her to save his own life.” 
The famed criminal lawyer 
also promised the defense 
would produce witnesses to 
show that “ Lt. Calley was soley 
responsible” for the deaths of 
civilians at My Lai, and that 
“ Capt. Medina knew absolutely 
nothing about it.” 
The first witness for the de: 
fense was Robert James Lee. a 
former soldier from Oshkosh, 
Wis. Lee, a medic with Medi­ 
na’s company, described the 
professional 34-year-old soldier 
from Monrose, Colo., as a 
“ good leader” and a strong 
commander.“ 


Calley was flown from Ft. 
Benning to the Fulton County 
Airport near Atlanta early this 
morning. He made the short 
trip to Ft. McPherson in an 
Army sedan, escorted by twro 
military police cars. His attor­ 
ney, George W. Latimer, was 
with him. 


A sixman security guard ac­ 
companied him as he stepped 
from the car and walked brisk­ 
ly into the courthouse. He was 
in uniform and wearing sun 
glasses, and appeared thinner 
and in better 
physical condi­ 
tion than he was during his trial 
last spring. 


Ngwsmen 
were warned 
against asking him questions, 
since he is a prisoner, but 
someone yelled, “ Hello, Rus­ 
ty,” as Calley made his way 
toward the courtroom. 
He flashed a smile, and gave 
a slight wave of his arm. 


Latimer said in advance of 
Calley’s courtroom appearance 
that his client would not speak 
unless the judge “ commands 
the lieutenant to testify under 
threat of sanctions.” 


Calley was the first witness 
called by the defense, which 
began presenting its case to­ 
day. 


Bomb Blast At 
Railv In Manila 


MANILA (UPI)—A small pill­ 
box bomb exploded today dur­ 
ing a major rally protesting 
President Ferdinand' E. Mar­ 
cos’ curtailment of civil liber­ 
ties. 
No one was reported injured 
in the explosion but witnesses 
said one of two persons ap­ 
peared hurt when a small part 
of the estimated 20,000 crowd 
panicked and tried to run. A 
pillbox is a small homemade 
bomb usually containing gun­ 
powder and nails. 
The rally took place in 
bloodstained Plaza Miranda 
where terrorists tossed two 
fragmentation grenades Aug. 21 
during a ally by the opposition 
liberal party. Eight persons 
were killed and 96 injured, in­ 
cluding most of the Liberal 
party leaders in the worst polit­ 
ical attack in Philippine histo­ 
ry.

Bog Turtle Faces Extinction 
Due To Commercial Collection

Unquestionably, the bog tur­ 
tle is a very rare reptile. Both 
the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature in 
Switzerland and the United 
States Department of the Interi­ 
or include the bog turtle on 
their list of rare and endan­ 
gered species. 
The small (maximum length 
about four inches) and very 
attractive bog turtle was dis­ 
covered in Lancaster County, 
Pennsylvania, by clergyman 
and botonist Heinrich Muhlen­ 
berg during the latter part of 
the 18th Century. Not surpris­ 
ingly, this species is also re­ 
ferred to in some circles as 
Muhlenberg's turtle. 
This turtle can readily be 
identified by its straight-sided 
shell which is short and narrow. 
The general ground color is 
brown, with the lower shell 
(plastron) of a darker nature. 
The upper shell (carapace) is 
distinctly marked by concentric 
rings with no scattered yellow 
spots. However, its best-known 
mark of identification is the 
large orange or yellow patch on 
the side of the head. 
It is likely that the bog 
turtle was never very com­ 
mon. for it appears to have 
always been confined to 
freshwater swamps and bogs 
of certain Atlantic states. In 
total, its range stretched 
from Western Massachusetts 
and central New York south 
to the westernmost reaches of 
North Carolina! Today, its 
colonies are even more re­ 
stricted and isolated. Un­ 
doubtedly 
it 
is 
rare 
throughout this entire range

and, with minor exceptions, 
the existing colonies are sepa­ 
rated from one another by 
several miles. 
As its name implies, it shows 
a strong predilection to areas of 
spagnum bog. 
Bog-dwelling creatures like 
the bog turtle are most vulnera­ 
ble because their habitat is 
always in a constant process of 
chance. As time passes, the bog 
fills over by giving way to 
invading hardwood trees. 
However, this is a natural 
long-term process, whereas the 
impending demise of the bog 
turtle is more immediate and 
likely to be brought about by 
the hand of man. 
Each year, more and more of 
the bog turtle’s home is eaten 
up by the plough under the 
guise of land “ reclamation.” 
This unnatural pressure has 
been felt in all parts of the 
turtle's range, but has been 
especially severe on popula­ 
tions in New Jersey and south­ 
eastern Pennsylvania. 
Also, over-collecting has 
contributed much to the bog 
turtle’s present reduced sta­ 
tus. The ever-increasing 
scarcity of this highly-desira- 


ble reptile makes its capture 
so much the more lucrative 
for the commercial collector. 


Despite the seriousness of the 
situation, very little has been 
done in the way of protective 
measures. In only one state, 
namely New York, has pro­ 
tection been granted. 


A law passed in 1968 makes it 
illegal to collect, own, or sell 
the species in the State. Unfor­ 
tunately, the law is often ig­ 
nored 
and 
the 
sale 
and 
collection of bog turtles is al­ 
lowed to continue unabated. 
There are also very few bog 
turtles in captivity right now, 
despite the fact that traffic 
through pet-dealers continues. 
East Coast zoos have seen a 
steady decline in the numbers 
brought in by interested per­ 
sons. 
The future of the bog turtle is 
black indeed. 
While it is altogether possible 
that this species may one day 
be conserved and perpetuated 
in zoological parks, its breeding 
potential in captivity is un­ 
known. since there are few’ if 
any, records of this in the past.

Athletes Killed In 
Five Drivers 


Colorado Bus Crash 


GUNNISON, Colo.- (UPI) — 
The school bus transporting the 
Gunnison High School junior 
varsity to a football game was 
coming down the east side of 
the 11,312-foot Monarch Pass 
when the odor of smoke drifted 
back to the players. 


“ One of the boys noticed the 
brakes smelled,” said Bob Ra- 
gatz, a 14-year-old junior var­ 
sity football player at Gunnison 
High School. “ Not bad at first, 
but it got worse —the smell of 
smoke.” 


The bus slowly gathered mo­ 
mentum. The bus driver, Royce 
Mustain, 23, pushed on the 
brake pedal, and then pushed 
harder. The force of his efforts 
brought him bold upright out of 
his seat, his foot pumping the 
pedal. 
“ One of the coaches got up to 
try and help the driver put the 
bus in first gear.” Ragatz said. 
“ But then the brakes seemed to 
go. and then the transmission.” 
Down the winding mountain 
road the bus sped out of con­ 
trol, —50, 60, 70 miles per hour. 
“ A couple of the kids began 
to scream,” Ragatz said. 
* The bus careened out of con­ 
trol for 2 1-2 miles before the 
driver swerved to miss two 
cars and crashed into a parking 
lot at Garfield. The bus rolled 
over and split open. 
Eight players and a coach 


were killed and 39 others were 
injured in the accident Satur­ 
day. Nineteen persons were still 
hospitalized today —three in 
critical condition, including 
Mustain. Mustain was among 15 
of the injured who were airlift­ 
ed to Denver for medical lreat- 
ment. 
State officials today were 
trying to learn what caused the 
mishap. E. Dean Coon, acting 
commissioner of education for 
Colorado, said the National 
Highway Safety Bureau in 
Washington would be asked to 
send an investigator. 
The bus, which had been dri­ 
ven 3.500 miles, was taken to 
narby Salida and impounded 
until authorities could conduct 
their investigation. 
In Gunnison, a small south 
central Colorado mountain town 
with a population of about 3,500. 
junior and senior high school 
students were told to stay 
home. 
James E. Pahlau, principal of 
Gunnison High School, said 
combined funeral services 
would be held Wednesday in the 
Western State College gymna­ 
sium for seven of the players 
and an assistant coach. Private 
services will be held Tuesday 
for the eighth player. 
All nine victims will be bur­ 
ied in a common grave in 
Gunnison Cemetery Wednes­ 
day. 


Agnew Asks An End To 
Bickering, Partisanship 


SAN JUAN. P R. (UPD-Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
called on the nation’s governors 
today to shun “ petty bickering 
and partisan jockeying” in de­ 
bate over President Nixon’s 
new economic policy. 
“ In this period of a freeze on 
wages, prices and rents, and 
indeed in the stage that follows 
the freeze, let us work together 
in the public interest through a 
rational discussion and a spirit 
of cooperation,” Agnew told the 
63rd annual National Governors 
Conference. 
Two bombs exploded in an 
electric power plant early to­ 
day, knocking out electricity for 
about an hour in the immediate 
area of the plant. Authorities 
issued conflicting statements on 
whether the explosions were 
caused by an accident or by 
militant independence groups. 
A parade of at least 25,000 
supporters of Puerto Rican in­ 
dependence took advantage of 
the governors’ presence Sunday 
to tell them they were not 
welcome here. However, the 
protest was more festive than 
angry. 
In remarks prepared for the 
opening business session of the 
meeting, Agnew returned to his 
role as chief White House link 
with state government. He de­ 


fended Nixon’s new' economic 
policy against Democratic and 
labor movement charges that it 
offered unfair tax relief based 
on a trickle down theory and 
that profit controls should be 
tied to other controls as they 
w'ere not in the 90-day wage- 
price freeze. 
He said he was a believer in 
“ honest partisanship, that the 
Nixon policy w'as not handed 
down from Mt. Olympus and 
was subject to searching study 
leading to improvement where 
it could be improved.” 
“ We’re open to ideas, be­ 
cause the only way the fight 
against inflation can succeed as 
if every group and every indi­ 
vidual has a stake in its suc­ 
cess,” Agnew said. 
In presidential politics, Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama 
says he may enter three Demo­ 
cratic presidential primaries in 
the South next year, but that 
would not rule out an independ­ 
ent race for the presidency as a 
third party candidate. 
Wallace, speaking before the 
formal opening today of the 
63rd National Governors Con­ 
ference, indicated he might ap­ 
pear on the presidential prima­ 
ry ballots in Florida, Tennessee 
and North Carolina as a Demo­ 
crat.

military 
spokesman did not say if the 
aircraft was hit. 


It was the third overflight of 
the Golan Heights by Syrian 
planes since the Middle East 
cease-fire of August, 1970. Is­ 
rael lodged an immediate pro­ 
test against the flight with the 
U.N. Truce Supervisory Com­ 
mission in Jerusalem. 
The incident occurred nearly 
two days after an Israeli gun­ 
ner at the Suez Canal shot down 
a low-flying Egyptian fighter- 
bomber. An Israeli military 
spokesman said Egyptian retal­ 
iation was not expected and 
warned that Israel “ will fire 
again” at aircraft intruding on 
its airspace. 
The spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv that Israeli troops at the 
Suez Canal went without protec­ 
tive gear today despite the pos­ 
sibility of retaliation by Egypt 
following the most serious inci­ 
dent at the canal since a cease­ 
fire went into effect there Aug. 
7, 1970. 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
described the downing of the 
Soviet-built Sukhoi 7 as an “ i- 
solated incident” and said, 
“ You do not go to war over the 
loss of one plane.” Egypt had 
said the plane was on a training 
flight two miles inside Egyptian 
territory. It termed the shoot­ 
ing “ an aggression” but did not 
confirm the craft was hit. 
In the Arab world, the Middle 
East News Agency (MENA) 
said Palestinian guerrillas have 
agreed to attend a peace con­ 
ference with the Jordanian gov­ 
ernment at Jeddah, Saudi Ara- 
bia, 
Wed ne sd ay . 
The 
conference, postponed three 
times, because the guerrillas 
failed to show, is sponsored by 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 
In Egypt, Prime Minister 
Mahmoud Fawzi began consult­ 
ations toward the formation of 
a new cabinet in a reshuffle 
dictated by a public referen­ 
dum which approved a new 
permanent constitution Satur­ 
day. Fawzi submitted the resig­ 
nation of his 33-man cabinet to 
President Anwar Sadat Sunday. 
Israeli military sources said 
the Sukhoi was hit by a ma­ 
chine-gunner who later wras re­ 
warded with a bottle of cham­ 
pagne. It was the 17th time 
Israel reported firing at Egyp­ 
tian planes since April 26, the 
first it reported a hit and the 
40th time it complained of 
Egyptian overflights to the 
U.N. Truce Supervisory Com­ 
mission.

He Wears 13 Pounds Of Copper 
Bells And Dances Up A Storm 


By MARG BURNS 
The bells on Chitresh Das's 
slight legs hav e been tu ned 
throu gh y ears of practice. His 
dancing is both gentle and fero­ 
ciou s: his slender body does not 
seem weighted down by the 13 
pou nds of copper he su pports as 
he spirals throu gh the air. 
Das, a 27 -y ear-old dancer 
from Calcu tta has come to Ma­ 
rin Cou nty to teach Kathak — a 
north India classical dance in 
which the perform er w ears 
braids of bells on his ank les. 
The y o uthful lo o king Das be­ 
came interested in Kathak 
accidentaly . His father, a 
dancing teacher, went to Pan- ' 
dit Ram Naray an Misra, who 
later became Das’s g uru, to 
learn Kathak. 


“The gu ru told my father he 
was too old and su ggested that 
he bring his son.” Das’s father 
took the gu ru ’s adv ice and 
when Das was sev en y ears old 
took him to the gu ru . 
Now Das mov es with the 
grace of a ballet dancer. He is 
only 5 feet 5 inches tall and 


weighs 135 pou nds bu t has 
made u p for his size with rigor­ 
ou s ex ercises “to dev elop stam 
ina .” Besides practicing at 
least an hou r 
ev ery day he 
occasionally play s recordings 
and simply mov es arou nd with 
the bells or high k ick s in place 
wearing the bells. 
K athak , his specialty , is 
abou t 2,000 y ears old. It origi­ 
nated du ring from the minstrel 
songs of praise to God. Ev entu ­ 
ally dancing replaced singing. 
The dance in its present form 
ev olv ed from Moslem and Hin­ 
du influ ences, thou gh it is based 
on Hindu religiou s philosophies.

SAN FRANCISCO - A bril­ 
liant 49 th season indeed is pre 
dieted for the San Francisco 
Opera if it continu es lik e the 
first two offerings — Friday 
night’s opening “ Manon,” that 
was a mu sical triu mph as well 
as the u su al fashion parade, 
and Satu rday night’s sensation­ 
al ‘Der Rosenk av alier.” 
Planning to attend “ Manon” 
later, I chose “ Rosenk av alier” 
as my opener for the season, 
and an ex citing one it was. 
The smash hit target cou ld 
hardly hav e been missed with 
major roles in this tale of old 
Vienna su ng by the Viennese 
stars mezzo Christa Lu dwig as 
the boy lov er Octav ian and 
bass baritone M anfred Ju ng- 
wirth as the coarse Baron Ochs, 
and a polished orchestra, par­ 
ticu larly the strings, condu cted 
by Silv io Varv iso who regu larly 
condu cts in Vienna. He set the 
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right pace for this liv ely opera 
with its famed Viennese waltz 
themes, mak ing the orchestral 
mu sic a lu strou s setting for 
v ocal gems — perhaps ev en a 
bit too brilliant. 
So loaded with v ocal and dra 
matic riches was this perform­ 
ance of Strau ss’s famed tragi­ 
comedy that Hager’s produ c­ 
tion actu ally cou ld afford to 
cast Stock holm born Nicolai 
Gedda — the most recorded 
tenor in history — in the minor 
role of the Italian singer.

Japan Woos 
Canada For 
Trade Pact 


TORONTO 
(U PI)-Japanese 
Foreign Minister Tak eo Fu k u da 
said today Canada and Japan 
shou ld join together in an alli­ 
ance to promote free trade in 
the face of last month’s U.S. 
economic measu res. 
Fu k u da. addressing the open­ 
ing session of a Canada-Japan 
ministerial meeting, said Cana 
da and Japan are“disciples of 
free trade and it is imperativ e 
that we address ou rselv es to 
this problem in the face of 
rising protectionism.” 


“ I am hopefu l that we can 
create a Japan-Canada alliance 
for the preserv ation of free 
trade in the world today ,” he 
said. 
The Japanese minister said 
that the economic crisis cau sed 
by President Nix on’s Au g. 15 
economic mov es, inclu ding a 1C 
per cent su rcharge on imports, 
had led to “ an era of tu rbu lence 
of the greatest magnitu de since 
World War II.” 


He noted that both Canada 
and Japan had sent high-lev el 
missions to Washington to plead 
for an easing of the trade re­ 
strictions in the new 7 .S. eco­ 
nomic policy and that neither 
delegation won any positiv e 
concessions.

Change San Quentin? 
No, Abolish It 


Over the years, ma ny men 
who were in position to judge 
the matter, including the late 
Warden Fred R. Dickson, have 
advocated closing San Quentin 
Prison. 


The 
reasons they have ad­ 
vanced are: (1) the prison is of 
outmoded design, which makes 
it difficult to govern; (2) it is in 
the wrong place for a prison, 
being within a m etropolita n 
a rea : (3) the land on which it 
sits is too desirable, too valua­ 
ble, to be put to such use. 


WHEN TH E STATE of Cali­ 
fornia bought 20 acres of San 
Quentin Point from Benja min 
R. Buckelew for $10,000 in 1852, 
the site was considered remote, 
and therefore suitable for the 
state's first prison. A barken- 
tine. abandoned in San Fra ncis­ 
co Ba y when its crew turned 
gold rushers, was moored at 
the point to become a floating 
prison while the convicts them­ 
selves built the original cells — 
which were to remain in use 
over a century, and become 
known as the “ old Spanish cell- 
block.” 


Recurrent outbreaks of vio­ 
lence 
pla gued 
Sa n 
Quentin 
Prison from us earliest days. 
But they have become more 
frequent in recent yea rs as the 
spread of population has en­ 
gulfed the once-isolated point, 
bringing throngs of demonstra ­ 
tors repeatedly to the prison 
gates to keep the inma tes dis­ 
turbed and “ fired up.” We are 
all too well a ware of wha t has 
happened there recently. 


L a st Tuesda y, A sst. Dist. 
Atty. Gary W. Thomas — him­ 
self a cripple as result of viol- 
ance by San Quentin prisoners 
— 
proposed 
that 
the 
Marin 
County Board 
of Supervisors 
request the state to change San 
Quentin from a ma ximum secu-

rity 
to 
a 
minimum 
security 
institution. This, he pointed out, 
would 
mean the worst “ hard 
ca se” inmates would be moved 
elsewhere, reducing the prob­ 
lems. The supervisors seized on 
his suggestion with alacrity.

idea. But it probably is unreal­ 
istic. 
In the first place, San Quen­ 
tin is not designed for a mini­ 
m u m 
s e c u r i t y i n s t i t u t i o n . 
Everything about its high walls 
and forbidding aspect symboliz­ 
es close restraint. 


In the second place, the State 
of 
California 
does 
not 
need 
more minimum security pris­ 
ons. The three it has — at Chi­ 
no. Ja m estow n and Susanville 
— are more than enough. This 
happens 
because the 
prisons 
were designed for a pattern of 
inma te intake that has been 
made obsolete by the soaring 
increa se in violent crime the 
past few yea rs. What the state 
needs a re more ma ximum se­ 
curity prisons. 


W E 
SU G G EST THAT the 
State of California, instead of 
spending more money to con­ 
vert Sa n Quentin, spend it to 
build ma ximum security facili­ 
ties at one of its outlying pris­ 
ons — such as Chino, J a m e s ­ 
town or Susanville. We suggest 
it cea se spending on Sa n Quen­ 
tin construction, and continue 
to reduce the Sa n Quentin P ris­ 
on 
population 
— 
now 
down 
below 3,000 from a ma ximum 
of more than 5,000 a decade or 
so ago. 


And we suggest that, as soon 
as sufficient facilities a re avail­ 
able elsewhere, it sell the Quen­ 
tin Point site, which would be 
one of the most desirable resi­ 
dential sites in the whole Ba y 
Area if there were no prison 
there. 


Atmospheric Lead Report 


Fails To Tell Whole Story

The National Research Council claimed 
last week that the lead content in air has 
changed little in the past 15 years, and 
that the average city dweller gets only 
one-fourth of the amount at which symp­ 
toms of lead poisoning begin to appear. 


What the council failed to report is the 
extrem e 
hazard 
to 
human 
health 
of 
spurious reports from government coun­ 
cils that purport to be honest and deserve 
public trust. We have in mind the council 
itself, or at least its committee on the 
effects of atmospheric pollutants, which 
issued the pollyanna report. 


The full report did not make the press, 
we'll concede, but what it did get into its 
press 
agentry convinced us 
that the 
com mittee must have a hefty representa­ 
tion from the lead additive industry. The 
industry has been fighting limits on lead 
in gasoline, not without success. 


HOW E LSE COULD the council's find­ 
ings be so contrary to those in California 
by the sta te D epa rtm ent of Public 
Health? The department's own data doc­ 
umented definite increases in atmospher-

ic lead in Los Angeles, for exam ple. Bay 
Area smog officials said sim ilar data has 
been gathered for only the past three 
years here, too short a time for meaning­ 
ful findings. 


According to the Department of Public 
Health, atmospheric lead levels above 
two m icrogram s per cubic liter, aver­ 
aged over 30 days, can produce a definite 
effect on 
the biochemical 
mechanism 
involved in the manufacture of red blood 
cells. The 30-dav average in the Bay Area 
“ fairly consistently” exceeds the state 
maximum of one and one-half micro­ 
gram s, 
and reaches as high 
as four 
m icrogram s, according to the Bay Area 
Air Pollution Control D istrict. 


In Los Angeles, the level reaches eight 
m icrogram s' 


The council, however, apparently fig­ 
ured that the only health effect worth 
noting was lead poisoning. More subtle 
effects such as a failure in the biochemi­ 
cal mechanism to produce red blood cells 
did not concern it. 


Personally, we have a higher regard 
for our red blood cells than we do for the 
council. 


As one district official put it about the 
presidentiaily 
appointed 
council. 
“ It's 
quite a prestigious group — at least it 
was until I read that report.” He prom­ 
ised that a fter it is reviewed further, “ I 
think we may have more to sa y.” 


SAN FRANCISCO BAY is fa r cleaner 
than it 
used to be, despite contrary 
claim s by Ralph Nader's “ ra id ers.” As 
recalled by one who kmnvs, much of the 
shoreline 20 years ago was “ a stinking 
mess, devoid of dissolved oxygen and 
reeking with hydrogen sulfide g a s." 


All this is changed, we were reminded 
by John B. Harrison of San Leandro, for 
18 years executive officer of the Regional 
W ater Quality Control Board. And it has 


changed because of huge investments by 
municipalities and industry in wastewa­ 
ter controls. 


Harrison noted that 20 years ago many 
of Nader's “ ra id ers” were “ no doubt 
absorbed in their own pollution control 
problems, such as those associated with 
the wearing of diapers.”

Fee For Keeping 
Your Car On Street? 


Is there support among Mill Valley 
residents and homeowners for the idea of 
charging a small monthly fee for use of 
city streets in residential areas for per­ 
manent parking, where there is no ga­ 
rage, carport, or platform 0 We might 
thus attack 
the problem of proliferat­ 
ing cars around one residence, as well as 
improve navigation on our n a n w roads. 


The issue is one of tax inequity, in my 
mind. 
Any structure, from a modest 
parking deck to a real garage, raises 
one's property assessm ent. With our tax 
rate 
of about $13 per $100 assessed 
valuation, we pay anywhere from about 
$12 a year in extra taxes to well over $100 
a yea r for the fa ct that we keep our cars 
on our own property when not in use. 
Those who do not have facilities to do 
this, or have more cars than storage 
space, pay nothing at all. Meanwhile, 
their cars are an inconvenience to every­ 
one else, to a greater or lesser degree. 
This is certainly inequitable. 


We should have a monthly fee, payable 
annually or semi-annually, indicated by a 
sticker on the car, which an officer w'ould 
check at night. I understand Fa irfa x and 
San Anselmo have banned overnight stor­ 
age and issue $2 tickets for violations. 
Fa irfa x has a $1 a month “ hardship 
parking perm it” for those with no a lter­ 
native. 


The first question people ask is, “ What 
about overnight guests?” In Milwaukee, 
where a $-1 a month fee system has 
worked 
well 
for years, 
they 
exempt 
Saturday nights. In San Anselmo. they 
told me that visitors simply put a note 
under the windshield, which, obviously, 
could not be abused without the checking 
officer noticing. After all. it is the perm a­ 
nent parkers we are concerned with.

Senator Mills Thinks 
Editorial Amusing 


It was with «some amusement that I 
read your editorial of Sept. 8, entitled. 
“ Does Senator Mills Think It's A Sin To 
D rive?” 
You misunderstood the nature of the

existing tax on gasoline, as w'eil as the 
proposed sales tax when you label it a 
“ sin ta x ". Tax monies from gasoline go 
into a highway users fund that since 1938 
have been used exclusively for the motor­ 
ist. You state that the sales tax on 
gasoline, which I propose, would only be 
used for transportation studies. That is 
not true. The monies derived from the 
sales tax on gasoline could be used for 
transportation programs including, but 
not limited to. rapid transit, local bus 
system s, bike trails and for roads and 
streets. Some of the beneficiaries of this 
bill would include the City of San Rafael 
and the County of Marin. 


In short, it's a transportation bill, not a 
conspiracy, and it has the support of 
most organizations representing highway 
users — and the opposition of not one. 


You criticize the increase in taxes, but 
still maintain that you are for alternative 
transportation. You had a hand in bring­ 
ing this particular approach of funding 
about. It was the defeat of Proposition 18 
at the hands of the highway and oil lobby 
that has created the necessity for this 
kind of legislation. Proposition 18 would 
have provided revenue sources for a lter­ 
native 
transportation 
systems 
without 
raising additoinal taxes. Y'ou may recall 
the campaign against Proposition 18. In 
fa ct you opposed it along with others who 
said 
that Proposition 18 would mean 
more taxes. But failure to pass the ballot 
m easure, as I told newspapers then, 
would mean an increase in taxes, as 
certainly as the night follows the day. 


In your editorial you incorrectly state 
that SB 325 puts gasoline into the sam e 
category as whiskey, gin, and cigarettes, 
because it subjects gasoline to the gener­ 
al sales tax. To the contrary, it puts 
gasoline in the sam e category as shoes, 
clothes, diesel fuel, and most other com­ 
modities. which are also subject to the 
sales tax. 
I am sure that a call to the Automobile 
Club of California or Southern California 
might be enough to allay your fears of 
what SB 325 would do. Unlike you, they 
support the bill.

Case Of Lt. Col. Herbert 


Reflects Shame On Army Leaders

In many ways, the case of Lt. Col. 
Anthony B . Herbert is a more damaging 
reflection on the present leadership of the 
United States Armv than was the case of 
Lt. W. L. Calley. 
A nation deadened to shock by the 
Calley case might find it easy to let the 
Herbert a ffair pass into history without 
any firm effort towards resolution. 
But that would hardly serve the cause 
of justice. Nor would it serve the need for 
the Army to purge itself in the interest of 
restoring 
its 
internal 
morale 
and its 
public reputation. 
LT. COL. H ERBERT, a much decorat­ 
ed and highly regarded ca reer officer, 
last M arch filed form al charges against 
two of his form er superior officers in 
Vietnam, M aj. Gen. John Barnes and Lt. 
Col. J . Ross Franklin. Lt. Col. H erbert 
accused the two senior officers of failing 
to act on eight complaints he had made 
in Vietnam in 1 9 6 9 about alleged atroci­ 
ties against Vietnamese detainees com­ 
mitted by troops in the command. The 
troops that allegedly committed the acts 
were mainly South Vietnam ese, although 
one American adviser was implicated. 
The two senior officers have denied the 
charges. 
Lt. Col. Herbert claim s that not only 
were his complaints ignored but that they 
earned him a bad efficiency report, relief 
from his combat command and a one­ 
way ticket home to a dead-end job as 
reenlistm ent officer for the Third Army. 


He has not made himself very popular 
with the Arm y’s top brass since, airing 
his charges and criticism s in the press 


and elsewhere. Now the 40-year-old offi­ 
cer says he has been asked to retire. 
PART OF THE PROBLEM in this case 
might have been too-intense competition 
between two ambitious officers, Lt. Col. 
Herbert and Lt. Col. Franklin. However, 
that is only a minor consideration rela ­ 
tive to the fact that Lt. Col. Herbert has 
brought highly serious charges of a type 
that aroused the emotions of the entire 
nation in the case of Lt. Calley. 
And as yet there has been no sign that 
the Army intends to bring courtm artial 
proceedings that would enable any of the 
officers involved to prove their conflict­ 
ing contentions. All that has resulted has 
been what appears to be a system atic 
and underhanded effort to destroy the 
ca reer of Lt. Col. H erbert. 
If the colonel’s charges are true and he 
made complaints that were not acted 
upon, the Army would seem to have a 
ca se fo r som e form of punishm ent 
against the officers charged. If they are 
untrue, the Army has a case against Lt. 
Col. Herbert. In either event, the m atters 
involved here are of such public import­ 
ance that they should be resolved through 
a public trial, not by behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering of a type that suggests a 
Byzantine intrigue. 
The m atter has been festering too long 
and the Army is in no shape to afford 
further doubts about the cha ra cter of its 
leadership. And the nation cannot afford 
to have doubts about whether the com­ 
mand structure, which goes up to the 
commander in chief, is capable of deal­ 
ing with such m atters.

WASHINGTON — Dr. Moe Bergman of 
New York City called it “ one of our most 
serious public health problem s." 
VD? Typhoid fever? Botulism? No. 
“ The pupils dilate, skin pales, mucous 
m em bra nes d ry, there a re intestina l 
spasm s and the adrenals explode secre­ 
tions,” according to Dr. Samuel Rosen, 
also of New Y’ork. 
He might have been describing the 
effects of a new nerve gas developed by 
the Army Chemical Corps, but he wasn’t. 
Dr. John A. P a rr of G reat Brita in took 
the description of symptoms further: 
“ Our muscles tense and we jerk. Our 
abdonimal blood vessels contract to drive 
extra blood to the muscles, producing a 
feeling of the stom ach turning over. And 
in an instant the liver releases stores of 
glucose to provide fuel for the muscles. 
This internal upheaval, if repeated again 
and again, is exhausting physically and 
mentally, and ultimately can cause a 
nervous breakdown,” 
St. 
Vitus dance? 
Delirium tremens? 
Cerebral palsy? 
No. Just noise. 
HOUSEHOLD NOISE, neighborhood 
noise, traffic noise, industrial noise, a ir­ 
port 
noise, 
pre-dawn noise, 
rush-hour 
noise — not one of them, but all of them, 
layered one atop the other, a re literally 
driving a certain percentage of Ameri­ 
cans mad and having an unmeasured 
effect on millions of unaware others. 
Yet nothing organized or effective is 
being done about it. The Department of 
Labor had the legal authority for 3 3 years 
before it acted two years ago, under 
rising pressure, to set noise levels for 
industry.

In the city where the greatest variety 
of noises hammers at innocent ears and 
nervous systems, Mayor John Lindsay 
named a “task fo rce” to consider the 
situation back in 1967, The words “ task 
force” are used in naming a com m ittee 
to imply that the com m ittee is going to 
embark on crash action, the way Task 
Force 77 blitzed the enemy in the Pa cific 
two or three wars ago. The Lindsay task 
force took three yea rs to draw up a 
report agreeing that noise in the city had 
reached intolerable levels, and it re com ­ 
mended action. But have you visited New 
York lately? 


Last March, a panel told the Com­ 
merce Department that noise pollution 
nationwide was “on the verge of reaching 
a serious levei,” 
and called for new 
federal and state standards to control it. 
The .Senate Commerce Committee’s envi­ 
ronment subcommittee held hearings on 
proposed legislation at midsummer. A 
bill is being drafted now to reflect the 
administration’s desires and the inten­ 
tions of the subcommittee, as influenced 
by those hearings. Still ahead is either 
concurrence or another series of hearings 
by the Public Works Committee, which 
also has jurisdiction, as well as action in 
the House. 


And e ve n if the Se na te bill is rubbe r 
sta mpe d into la w be fore the ye a r is out, 
it will provide a nothe r two ye a rs be yond 
tha t be fore officia l fe de ra l noise le ve l 
sta nda rds a re se t, a nd ye t a nothe r two 
ye a rs be yond tha t be fore ma nufa cture rs 
of noisy ma chine s a re re quire d to comply 
with those sta nda rds.

B-29740 Has Own Solution 
To Violence At San Quentin 


The morning mail one day 
last week brought a letter from 
a San Quentin prison inmate 
who had a simple solution for 
cutting down violence at the 
institution. 
Convict No. B-29740, who said 
in his letter that he first was 
sent to San Quentin in 1938, 
certainly could be considered a 
longtime observer of the state’s 
penal system. 
Furtherm ore, the letter was 
handwritten in the careful, ex­ 
trem ely legible style typical of 
the prison’s “ writ-writers” — 
those men who have perfected 
a certain way of petitioning the 
courts to take a look at their 
grievances. 
B-29740, HOWEVER, did not 
discuss his own problems in the 
letter sent to the Independent- 
Joum al. Rather, he took up the 
subject of the indeterminate 
sen ten ce which is the final 
straw to many convicts and is 
under fire by some prison re­ 
form advocates. 
The letter writer believes that 
California’s old “ good tim e” 
system, in effet ‘ until the Adult 
Authority was created in the 
1940s, worked much better than 
the present setup. 
B-29740 points out that even 
with indeterminate sentences, 
which became the law in Cali­ 
fornia many years ago, a man 
could get out at a specified time 
if he earned “ good tim e.” 
For example, he said, if a 
man had been given a one-to- 
five-year sentence, he could be 
discharged from prison after 
three years and nine months if 
he stayed out of trouble while in 
the “ joint.” 
The writer went on to say 
that “ no one wanted to lose his 
good tim e” and that if this 
sy stem w ere resto red , “ I ’m 
sure the violence will drop way 
down.” 
IN THE “GOOD TIME” days, 
prison officials made the deter­ 
mination of whether a man had 
behaved or not. a system still

used in county jails, where sen­ 
tences can be reduced for good 
behavior. 
Under the present state pris­ 
on system, however, a man 
goes before the Adult Authority 
board to find out if he is to be 
paroled. This group of the gov­ 
ernor’s appointees has the pow­ 
er to release men early or to 
decide that they have not been 
sufficiently reh a b ilita te d to 
reenter society. 
It is this power which gripes 
most convicts, many of whom 
say they’d rather know exactly 
how much time they have to 
serve. 
P rison officials point out, 
however, that the indetermi­ 
nate sentence was considered a 
great reform when adopted by 
the leg isla tu re. Before that 
tim e, sentences im posed by 
judges in various parts of the 
state for the same crimes var­ 
ied widely according to the 
judge's own personality and the 
community in which he lived. 
Since the indeterminate sen­ 
tence cam e into existence in 
C alifornia, judges pronounce 
judgment, “ I sentence you to 
prison for the term prescribed 
by law,” and then the Adult 
Authority takes over. 
THE TERM PRESCRIBED 
can be one to five years, five to 
life, or various other combina­ 
tions. 
It is never a fixed term, such 
as in the federal penal system 
w'here d e te rm in a te sentences 
are given. 
Since the rallying cry of the 
prisoner reformers these days 
is “do away with the indetermi­ 
n a te s e n t e n c e , ” B-29740’s 
suggestion for a return to “ good 
tim e” is interesting. 
It is also interesting that the 
reform ers shy away from any 
proposal as to what they w'ant 
instead of the indeterminate 
sentence.

Or are they already on the 
payroll at more than they could 
expect in private employment 
and overdue for a leveling off 
or even in some cases a cut? 
T h a t’s w hat a recen t Wall 
Street Journal survey showed 
mqny businessmen think. 
No doubt individual cases can 
be found to substantiate either 
contention. 
The 
fact is that 
government pay has spiraled in 
recent years and under existing 
law can be expected to continue 
to climb almost automatically 
bv billions of dollars annually. 
IN 1954 FEDERAL taxpayers 
paid their 5.7 million civilian 
and military employes $18 bil­ 
lion. 
In the 12 months that 
ended 
July 
1 this year the 
payroll for 5.6 million federal 
workers totalled $45.7 billion. In 
addition, 
retirement pay ran 
$6.6 billion, for a grand total 
government manpower cost of 
more than $52 billion. 
The average government job 
has jumped in pay by 75 per 
cent since 1962. The maximum 
salary for so-called classified 
workers has climbed to $36,000. 
Of course, non-governm ent 
pay has been going up too, and 
much of the government in­ 
crease has been awarded in the 
name of “ comparability” with 
private pay scales. 
The next “ c o m p a ra b ility ” 
boost had been due next Jan. 1 
and was estimated to run 6 per 
cent. 
Nixon, as part of his 
anti-inflation campaign, has or­ 
dered that increase delayed un­ 
til July 1, and has warned he 
may order postponed also the 
next 
scheduled “ comparabili­ 
ty ” round. 
ONE PROBLEM with “ com­ 
parability” is deciding what job 
in the Agriculture Department 
is equivalent to what job in a 
bank. Critics of the system see

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE R. VAN DELLEN 


Fear And Panic Are Man's 
Worst Enemies In A Blaze 


In 1970, fires killed approximately 12.200 
persons in the United States. Of these, 6,500 
died in the home. Do you know how to leave a 
burning building? According to The Continen­ 
tal Insurance Companies, fear and panic are 
man’s worst enemies during a blaze. Most 
injuries and fatalities can be avoided if the 
family conducts careful, regular fire drills. 
Even young children can be taught to leave a 
burning house quickly and calmly. 
CONTINENTAL has a small pamphlet with 
many suggestions along these 
lines. For example, an adult 
should check the house before 
retiring to be sure that all 
cigarettes are out and cooking 
appliances and space heaters 
are disconnected. Plan how 
each person can reach the 
ground level from the second 
story. 
If a window sticks or does 
not open easily, teach the indi­ 
vidual to break it with a chair, 
lamp base or nightstand. Drape 
a blanket or bedspread over the 
window 
frame 
to 
protect 
against cuts from fragments of 
glass. 
HANGING by the hands from 
the window shortens the fall 
considerably. If someone has to 
jump avoid concrete walls, trel­ 
lises and shrubbery. Better 
still, keep these obstacles away 
from window areas to facilitate 
escape. 
In many homes and apart­ 
ments, a porch, garage, sun- 
deck, roof, or portico provides a 
temporary refuge or a way to 
reach the ground. Once out of 
the home, make it clear to each 
persons that no one is to reen­ 
ter the building, even for his 
most precious possession. 
F E W P E O P L E can afford 
sophisticated systems to detect 
smoke and heat. Local fire offi­ 
cials can tell you where to keep 
fire extinguishers, water hoses 
and sand. Test fire equipment 
periodically and be sure it is 
approved by a recognized firm, 
such as Underwriters’ Labora­ 
tories, Inc. 
Recently a friend of mine 
said he had a carton of fire 
extinguishers (the size of soup 
cans) in his home. These de­ 
vices are not approved by UL. 
First, they must be held within 
a few feet of flames. Second, 
they contain too little fluid to 
put out the blaze. 
Fire hazards are well-known. 
The most common seldom is 
stressed — smoking in a chair 
or bed after having a few 
drinks.

axles. Later changes and new computations, 
however, put the maximum on the legal side 
of the scale — by 15 pounds. 


WINDOW RIVETS — Side windows will be 
the push-out type, replacing the old-style 
emergency door. The buses will carry 45 
seated passengers instead of their maximum 
capacity of 53. They will be 102 inches wide, 


compared to conventional 96-inch-wide buses, 
thus affording extra shoulder width in addi­ 
tion to extra leg room. Heavy bracket at left 
will support air conditioning. 


BODY ASSEM BLY — Workers complete 
installation of floor in the lower body assem­ 
bly line, and thread various control rods and 
lines through to the engine compartment on 
the right.

AKRON, Ohio (U PD -The al­ 
batross is gone from around 
Charlie Goody ’s neck. 
The 34-y ear-old taciturn Tex ­ 
an from Abiieen will nev er go 
down in sp orts history as a 
funny guy to listen to, like Lee 
Trev ino, and he himself insists 
ev en today , “ I’m not a sup er- 
star, I just do the best I6 can.”

Jack Nicklaus, four time win­ 
ner of the Series, was second 
with a 71-142, Bruce Cramp ton 
of Australian was third with a 
70-143 and Trev ino, the U.S. and 
British Op en champ ion, was 
last with a 74-146 .

Busing Boycott 


SCHOOL STARTS TODA Y 


The clutter of bicycles, the piling out of a 
bus, the smiling faces on some and the 
dejected expressions on others all mark the 
opening of school. These students today were 
headed for classes at Davidson Junior High 


School in San Rafael. Summer vacation will 
be interrupted for another nine months of 
education.

ATTICA, N.Y. (UPI) — Rebel convicts killed 
nine civilian employes at Attica State 
Prison 
today as more than 1,000 state troopers, National 
Guardsmen and sheriffs’ deputies stormed the 
facility. One unconfirmed report said 28 prisoners 
died in the gunfire. 
The insurgent inmates had held 38 hostages 
since the outbreak erupted last Thursday. Twen­ 
ty-nine hostages were freed, including four in 
critical condition. 
------------------------------------ 
The throats of eight hostages 
had been slashed, officials said, 
and one employe was shot to 
death. In addition, a guard died 
Saturday of injuries suffered 
when thrown from a window. 
A helicopter decoyed the pris­ 
oners at the start of the assault 
by flying over one corner of 
Cell block “ D”. When the pris­ 
oners seemed distracted, two 
other choppers began dropping 
tear gas and the authorities 
opened fire as they attacked the 
high-walled prison. 


Nearly four hours after the 
massive assault on the prison 
began, fighting continued. 


At first, officers poured 
hundreds of shots and tear gas 
canisters into the besieged pris­ 
on. Throughout the morning 
sporadic firing came from in­ 
side the gray walls. 


The attack on the prison 
came after prisoners rejected 
an appeal from state Correction 
Commissioner Russell G. Os-* 
wald to release the hostages. 
Oswald said he had no alterna­ 
tive because prisoners were be­ 
com ing in creasin g ly w ell- 
armed with knives made in a 
prison shop they controlled. He 
said they also were erecting 
barricades that soon would 


have been difficult to break 
through. 
“It became apparent to me 
that the situation was rapidly 
deteriorating and it was evident 
the prisoners were not going to 
cooperate,” he said. “Their be­ 
havior was not too much differ­ 
ent than their behavior on the 
streets, where several were 
convicted of manslaughter and 
murder.” 


Capt. Elmer Huehn. one of 
the freed hostages, said the 
prisoners “became more mili­ 
tant” after the ultimatum was 
delivered. 


“ We were so near death so 
many times in the last five 
days, it’s unbelievable, unbe­ 
lievable,” Heuhn said. “After 
the ultimatum they held a knife 
to my throat. But the Puerto 
Rican guy didn’t have the heart 
to do it.” 
Gov A. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
who said before the attack he 
could not legally grant the pris­ 
oners’ demands for amnesty, 
postponed his trip to the Nation­ 
al Governor’s Conference in 
Puerto Rico and remained in 
his New York City office. 
The convicts had threatened 
to kill their hostages if their

Marin Heat Wave; 
Mercury Hits 107 


The hottest weather of a rela­ 
tively cool summer hit Marin 
and Southern Sonoma counties 
yesterday and tem peratures 
ranged as high as 107 degrees 
in Novato. 
The weatherm an promised 
little immediate relief but said 
cooling air will arrive toward 
the end of the week. 
“It’s just hot; that’s all,” a 
National Weather Service me­ 
teorologist said. 
As for smog, a spokesman for 
the Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District described the situa­ 
tion yesterday as “well above 
the adverse level.” He noted 
that “the oxidant count was 
high in San Rafael.” The oxi­ 
dant count, he said, was .19 per 
million parts compared to .10, 
the adverse level set by the 
state. (See smog readings, page 
9). 


Carbon monoxide and nitro­ 
gen dioxide counts were low, 
however, he said. 


The spokesman said, “Allow­ 
ing for haze and a few other 
things, it wasn't as bad yester­ 
day as it has been and not as 
bad as we’re expecting today.” 


The hot weather coincided 
with the opening of school in 
many districts, giving credence 
to the folklore that there’s al­ 
ways a heat wave for the begin­ 
ning of the school year. 
High temperatures in Marin 
and Southern Sonoma yester­ 
day were San Rafael, 101; Fair­ 
fax, 97; San Anselmo, 101; Ter­ 
ra Linda, 104; Hamilton Air 
Force Base, 98; Novato, 107; 
Petaluma, 102; Woodacre, 105; 
Sausalito, 98; Mill Valley, 92; 
Bolinas, 80, and Tamalpais Val­ 
ley, 90. 


Nixon, Davis said the group 
would tell the President they 
applaud his economic moves 
while favoring a return to a 
‘free market” as soon as possi­ 
ble.

Davis said Meany’s plan for a 
nongovernment board would 
not work.

Davis said the present Cost of 
Living Council, composed of 
Cabinet level members, was the 
logical and the best group to 
control Phase 2.

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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
The largest elementary school 
integration and 
busing pro­ 
gram in the nation went into 
effect today with evidence of a 
widespread boycott. 
In Chinatown, where opposi­ 
tion to the court-ordered pro­ 
gram to bus 26,000 San Francis­ 
co children to new schools ran 
highest, the boycott was vir­ 
tually complete in some cases. 
One bus went out with only one 
child. Others carried only 5 per 
cent of assigned students. 
At U. S. Navy facilities at 
Treasure Island, where chil­ 
dren for the first time were 
being bused elsewhere, a total 
of 571 students were assigned to 
buses and 149 actually went. 
In scattered checks elsewhere 
in the city, buses appeared to 
be carrying about half their 
assigned students. 
No violence was reported and 
only light picketing at scattered 
locations. School officials said 
the boycott was a familiar reac­ 
tion which had been experi­ 
enced in previous busing pro­ 
grams and were hopeful the 
children would start coming to 
school over the next few days. 
At Chinatown’s Commodore 
Stockton School, the first bus

went out with one lonely little 
Eurasian girl, Mickey Metcalf, 
7, as its occuparft. Chinatown 
residents strongly resisted the . 
busing which they said would

Chinese schools. 
Later buses out of Chinatown 
to schools in other parts of the 
city appeared to be carrying 
only about 5 per cent of the 
children assigned to them 
Incoming buses to the China­ 
town schools were about half 
full. 
“ It will pick up.” said Caesar 
Orsine, principal of Commodore 
Stockton. “ It will pick up. Ev­ 
ery day.” 
Mickey’s mother said she was 
taking part in the program 
because an integrated society 
“is the true society.” 
“ It’s the law,” she said. “ It 
will take a while to work out.” 
Other Chinese parents, whose 
children were to ride on later 
buses, said they did not agree 
with the program but would 
take part in it. “I am working,” 
said Mrs. Peach Marteinz. “we 
can’t do anything else.” 
The Board of Education hired 
a private firm to provide 130 
new yellow buses to carry out 
the court-ordered integration 
program for the city’s 97 gram­ 
mar schools. The city’s junior 
and senior high schools were 
not involved. 
U.S. District Judge Stanley A. 
Weigel in July ordered the

Nader Rips V W 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sum er advocate Ralph N ader 
says the highly popular Volks­ 
wagen beetle is “the m ost haz­ 
ardous car currently in use in 
significant num bers in the Unit­ 
ed S tates” and the bigger m i­ 
crobus should be barred perm a­ 
nently from the road. 
Nader, in a 200-page report 
issued d u rin g the w eekend, 
urged the G erm an m anufactur­ 
er to recall all three million 
VW’s which he said have been 
sold to Am erican buyers and to 
correct a variety of alleged 
safety hazards. 
Volkswagen im m ediately de­ 
fended its products, saying it 
m et or exceeded all safety stan­ 
dards and is “ providing m il­ 
lions of owners with safe, de­ 
p e n d a b le 
a n d 
e c o n o m ic a l 
transportation.” 
N ad e r claim ed the rec all 
w ould cost V olksw agen $184 
million and was necessary to 
correct these alleged hazards: 
“ The danger of injury from 
the windshield, the weakness of 
the seat backs, the likelihood of 
the doors opening in a crash, 
the co n seq u en t likelihood of 
passenger ejection, the danger­

of fire on the space capsule.

A stronauts Gus Grissom, Ed 
White and Roger Chaffee were 
killed during the ground test at 
Cape Kennedy Jan. 27, 1967. 
Dietz’ report supports a $10 
million suit filed by Grissom 's 
widow against North A m erican 
Rockwell Corp., the prim e con­ 
tracto r for the spacecraft, Life 
said. 
Dietz, a G eneral E lectric em ­ 
ployee working on the Apollo 
p ro je c t in H ouston, b ecam e 
concerned 
about fire danger 
when a fire broke out during an 
April, 1966, test of an Apollo 
environm ental control system . 
Dietz tried to get a rundown 
on inflam m able m aterials in 
the capsule and North Am eri­ 
can offered to m ake a survey 
for $93,200 which was not paid, 
Life said.

Buried In Moscow 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - The 
V atican announced today a 
change in the centuries-old for­ 
mula used in confirmation, one 
of the seven sacraments of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 
The new rite calls for anoint­ 
ing with perfumed oil instead of 
the traditional laying on of 
hands, and a different set of 
words said by the bishop. 
The reform is outlined in a 
document signed by Pope Paul 
VI. Msgr. Aime Martimort of 
the Vatican department for di­ 
vine worship said the reform is 
aimed at giving the sacrament 
greater meaning for modern 
men. 
At c o n fir m a tio n , R om an 
Catholics believe they receive 
the gift of the Holy Spirit and 
become full members of the 
church. 


Few Minorities 
In Management 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -W orn- 
en and minority workers are 
under-represented in manageri­ 
al and policy-making jobs, ac­ 
cording to the latest survey of 
the Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission. 
The commission said 1.7 per 
cent of blacks in the work force 
held positions of authority in 
1970, although 10 per cent of the 
workers were Negro. 
Spanish-sumamed Americans 
comprised 3.6 per cent of the 
total employment and, the com­ 
mission said, reflected “ slight 
improvements” in occupational 
distribution. But they held only 
1.0 per cent of the managerial 
positions.

MOSCOW (UPI)—N ikita S. 
Khrushchev was buried today 
in the least hallowed part of 
Moscow’s second best cem e­ 
tery. The Kremlin said goodbye 
with a seven-foot wreath of pine 
boughs and a seven-line Pravda 
obituary for the man it called a 
“ merit pensioner." 
No Communist Party or gov­ 
ernment leaders were present 
at the funeral of this unperson 
who had ruled as premier and 
party leader until he was de­ 
posed in 1964. He was denied 
burial in the wall of the Krem­ 
lin, the pantheon of Soviet he­ 
roes. 
The eulogy was by his blonde, 
bespectacled son, Sergei, who 
stood in a light mist, occasion­ 
ally glancing down at the open 
coffin draped in black and red 
crepe. “There were many who 
loved him. many who hated 
him. but few could pass him 
by.” he said. 
It was a funeral for a man, 
not a political leader, and there 
was no hint of politics in the 
brief service. Khrushchev lay 
in a simple wooden casket, his 
body covered with a red satin 
coverlet which left his face 
free. His m edals, including 
three stars of the Hero of the 
Soviet Union, the nation’s high­ 
est honor, were strewn across 
his feet. They were buried with 
him. 
K hrushchev’s 
wife 
of 
48 
years, Nina Petrovna, was 
there in a black lace mantilla 
and a black coat. She stepped 
forward and bent over Khrush­ 
chev’s face for farewell. She 
caressed his forehead, her fin­ 
gertips moving from one side to 
the other in what appeared to 
be a religious gesture. She 
gently kissed his forehead and 
hands. 


The tears flowed at the end 
w hen g ra v e y a rd w orkm en 
stepped forward in their blue 
overalls and pounded shut the 
lid of the coffin, which was 
lowered on ropes into the grave 
while a black-suited brass band 
played the national anthem. 


All that was left at the end 
was a mound of dirt, the pine 
bough wreath and a white stone 
marker bearing Khrushchev’s 
portrait and a gold engraving: 
“ Khrushchev, Nikita Sergeyev­ 
ich. 1894-1971.” 
Khruschev died Saturday at 


the age of 77 in the suburban 
Kremlin hospital from a mas­ 
sive heart attack. His coffin lay 
open in the hospital’s Hall of 
Mourning and was taken today 
to Novodevichy Cemetery, a 
burial ground for the not-so- 
great and the has-beens. 


Only one famous Soviet citi­ 
zen mourned publicly over 
Khrushchev’s body, not at the 
cemetery but at a wake in the 
Hall of Mourning. He was Yev­ 
geny Y evtushenko, the fire­ 
brand poet who made his liter­ 
ary name when 
Khrushchev 
relaxed the censorship of Josef 
V. Stalin. 


Y evtushenko stood briefly 
gazing down at Khrushchev’s 
face. His mouth was set in a 
grim line as though he were 
working to control emotion. He 
did not weep and he walked 
away after a minute or so. 


There w ere m any Russians 
who thought their bluff and 
earthy Nikita deserved the hon­ 
or of burial in the Kremlin wall 
for his role in ending Stalinist 
terror, but they said so private­ 


ly- 


About 250 persons, fam ily, 
friends and a sm all crowd of 
unknow n R ussians adm irers 
stood in the rem ote and little ho­ 
nored com er of the cemetery. 
One, a woman in a blue rain­ 
coat, bent over the coffin and 
wept uncontrollably. 


The burial site was 
in a 
rem ote com er of the cem etery. 
It was as far as one could get 
from the inner sanctum area 
where other honored political 
figures such as the wife of 
Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin are 
buried, diagonally across the 
sprawling cem etery and within 
sight of elevated railway trains 
that pass outside the cem etery 
walls.

Police Fail 
To Get 'Fix' 
On Robbers 


LONDON (U PR -A ham radio 
operator overheard a band of 
bank robbers chatting away on 
walkie talkies Sunday as they 
looted a branch of L loyd’s 
Bank, but police were helpless 
because they could not get a fix 
on the radio conversation. 
Today, the Lloyd’s branch on 
Baker Street in the fashionable 
Marlyebone District of London 
found the thieves had tunneled 
into the strongroom and got 
away with “ a substantial sum, 
possibly hundreds of thousands 
of pounds.” 
The radio ham told police he 
heard one of the robbers say, 
“ We are sitting on 500,000 
pounds ($1.2 million).” 
In the transmissions moni­ 
tored and taped around 2 a.m. 
Sunday the robbers also talked 
of “fumes from cutting appara­ 
tus,” “ getting sandwiches and 
flasks of tea” and “taking a 
rest.” 
The radio ham, whose name 
was withheld, said one robber 
seemed to be speaking from 
inside the bank and the other 
from a rooftop lookout. 
British Post Office detector 
vans fanned out to try to get a 
“fix” on the transmission. They 
narrowed them to a 10-mile 
ra d iu s a ro u n d M arlyebone 
when the walkie-talkie chatter 
stopped. Police and detectives 
swarmed through Marlyebone 
Sunday checking banks, includ­ 
ing the Lloyd’s branch on Bak­ 
er Street. But they detected 
nothing amiss and left—without 
bothering to check inside the 
strong room. 
Bank representatives and po­ 
lice found the strong room door 
secure and “ everything seemed 
to be okay,“ a Scotland Yard 
spokesman said. ’’Only on ar­ 
rival of the staff this morning it 
was found entry had been made 
by a hole in the strong room 
floor.“ 


Burglar Takes $24 
From Cash Box 


A burglar broke into the San 
Rafael City Library sometime 
between Wednesday and Friday 
and took $24, police reported 
today.

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Sensitivity Of Fish 
To Pollution Probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
doesn’t take an awful lot of 
pollution to jeopardize the sur­ 
vival chances of fish and other 
m arine species. 
Just a little will do the trick if 
it disrupts the chemical com­ 
munication systems on which 
such creatures depend. 
Scientists of the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution told 
the American Chemical Socie­ 
ty ’s annual meeting today that 
less than lethal amounts of 
pollutants can turn a thriving 
m arine community into a dying 
one. Affected are such senses 
as smell and taste. 
Said Dr. David B. Boylan, a 
Woods Hole chemist: 
“ One of the weakest links in 
the life chain of aquatic organ­ 
isms may be the dependence of 
this life on the use of certain 
chemical signals for communi­ 
cation.” 
“ N atu ral chem icals, eith er 
released from other organisms 
or present in the aquatic envi­ 
ronm ent,” he said, “ serve to 
stimulate certain actions such 
as attraction to food, attraction 
of male to female, recognition 
of predators by prey, recogni­ 
tion of homestream territory by 
m igrating fish, and many oth­ 
ers.” 
Consider the lobster. Boylan 
found in a study of oil pollution 
that lobsters, for some reason, 


were attracted to extremely 
low dilutions 
of 
kerosene, 
though it did them no good and 
interfered with their normal 
chemical communication. 
This caused many changes in 
normal lobster behavior and 
resulted in “ a decrease in local 
population density.” 
Boylan said population effects 
of pollution “could be catas­ 
trophic” in the case of far- 
ranging fish such as salmon, 
which come home to spawn 
only in the stream s where they 
were born. 
Such fish are able to sense 
the “ chemical fingerprint” of 
their homestreams even though 
the water differs only slight 
from adjacent streams. 
How much or how little or 
what kind of pollution would it 
take to destroy the ability of 
fish to find th e ir exclusive 
spawning sites after a lifetime 
at sea? The Woods Hole scien­ 
tists hope to find out.

Heart Implants 
In Big Decline 


CHICAGO 
(UPI>-Expanded 
techniques in direct coronary 
artery surgery and disappoint­ 
ment over the post-operative 
results of heart transplant cas­ 
es have resulted in a sharp 
decline in heart transplants, 
according to an article in the 
current issue of Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
The report, prepared by the 
American College of Surgeons 
—National Institutes of Health 
Organ Transplant Registry, is 
the first summary of world 
transplant experiences, the 
AMA said. 
The first human heart trans­ 
plant was performed in Decem­ 
ber, 1967. In the 12 months 
following that initial operation, 
101 such operations were per­ 
formed, the article said. 
However, it said, in 1969 and 
1970, 
the 
number dropped 
sharply and in 1970, only 17 
heart transplants were per­ 
formed.

Goldberg said he could not 
agree “with my friends Chester 
Bowles and Mr. Galbraith.” 
He proposed that an agency 
headed by labor, corporate and 
public representatives be set up 
to administer controls after the 
freeze ends. 
Goldberg testified at one of 
three hearings on Capitol Hill 
today on the economic situa­ 
tion. AFLCIO President Ger 
oge Meany appeared at a House 
hearing. 
As the freeze entered its fifth 
week, Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., offered more criticism 
of the President’s strategy, say­ 
ing it “is far too weak ... to 
stimulate the economy and pro­ 
vide the jobs we need.” 
Proxmire, the influential 
chairman of the Joint Econom­ 
ic Committee of Congress, pre­ 
dicted Sunday that the Presi­ 
dent’s program might drive 
unemployment up from the 
present level of about 6 per cent 
to 6.5 per cent through next 
year unless stronger steps are 
taken. 
The Wisconsin Democrat ad­ 
vocated action to get more 
money into the hands of lower 
income people. Specifically, he 
proposed delay of the Social 
Security tax increase scheduled 
for Jan. 1, repeal of the admin­ 
istration’s accelerated depre­ 
ciation rules for businessmen 
and immediate enactment of 
Nixon’s welfare reform plan. 
Meany, head of the 13.5 mil- 
lionmember AFLCIO, called 
for tax reforms and an excess 
profits tax on corporations, 
which he said stand to reap a 
$70 billion windfall over the 
next decade under Nixon’s 10 
per cent investment tax credit 
proposal.

State troopers and deputies 
stormed through the front gate 
toward the cellblock, halted for 
several moments by barricades 
at every intersection. 
When they entered the outer 
part of the cellblock, they found 
eight bodies. 
“It was horrible, just unbe­ 
lievable,” one trooper said. 
Twenty minutes after the as­ 
sault began, a National Guard 
artillery battalion entered with 
several hundred men and Red 
Cross ambulances. Three hours 
later, a plea went out for more 
ambulances to bring out the 
dead and injured from the gray 
walled prison. 
An Army demolition team 
discovered explosives inside the 
prison and said the prisoners 
had dug underground tunnels 
and wired them with home­ 
made bombs. 
A light rain fell on the prison 
throughout the morning. Tear 
gas clung like fog to the prison 
buildings. 
As the lucky hostages were 
freed, their names were read 
by officials to relatives waiting 
outside the main gate. Some 
wept for joy; others waited to 
hear the fate of husbands and 
sons.

schools integrated as a result of 
a suit by the NAACP. The 
school board adopted a plan 
dividing the city into seven 
busing zones. 


Police dispatched patrolmen 
to possible trouble spots as the 
new school year opened. City 
officials urged antibusing par­ 
ents to refrain from violence. 


The school board Friday held 
a “dry run” for parents and 
their children. Although the tur­ 
nout was sparse, board officials 
said effort was 85 per cent 
effective. 


In the “dry run” many buses 
were late, some failed to show 
up at the appointed hour and 
others went to the wrong load­ 
ing zones. 


All children were given name 
tags to be worn on their outer 
clothing. The tag listed the 
child’s name, the number of his 
bus, his classroom and school. 


Since the court order, many. 
neighborhood 
organizations 
were formed in opposition. 
Leaders urged parents to boy­ 
cott the program. Some urged 
parents to send their children to 
their regular neighborhood 
schools. 
Many 
antibusing parents 
pulled their children out of the, 
public schools and sent them to 
parochial and private institu­ 
tions. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, opposed 
to busing, warned that violence, 
including efforts to block buses 
or prevent students from get­ 
ting aboard, would not be toler­ 
ated by police. 
Among the most outspoken 
opponents 
of busing were parents in the 
Chinese community and the 
parents on Treasure Island, a 
Navy installation in the middle 
of San Francisco Bay. Four 
“ freedom 
sch o o ls” 
were 
formed in Chinatown for par­ 
ents who did not want their 
children moved out of the 
neighborhood. 
The state superintendent of 
public instruction, Wilson C. 
Riles, a Negro, urged residents 
to give “the children a chance” 
to make the plan work. 
However, he did say San 
Francisco was an example of 
how not to integrate schools. He 
said the city had abrogated its 
responsibilities to the courts 
which were not competent to 
rule on specific desegregation 
plans. 
When that happens, he said, 
parents lose confidence in the 
schools and extremists on “ego 
trips” take over. 
“Suddenly people make be­ 
lieve you’re tearing babies 
away from their m others’ 
breasts and you’re taking them 
God knows where, and, if they 
get the bellyache, they’re going 
to die,” Riles said. “It becomes 
easy for political people to ride 
the tide of emotion.”

George R. Scott, 74, of Mill 
Valley, longtime Marin County 
labor leader, died yesterday at 
a local hospital after a long 
illness. 
Scott had retired in 1968 after 
30 years as president of the 
Marin County Building Trades 
Association. 
A painter by trade, Scott not 
only was involved in labor ac­ 
tivities for many years but also 
was a businessman and civic 
leader. 
He was born in Missouri and 
went to high school in Oklaho­ 
ma. He began his apprentice­ 
ship after graduation and trav­ 
eled the country as a young 
house painter. 
Scott came to California in 
1917, settling in Marin County 
six years later while working as 
a house painter in San Francis­ 
co.

Scott was also active in civic 
affairs. He served as foreman 
of the Marin County Grand 
Jury in 1965 and was on the 
county planning commission for 
10 years before being fired in 
1965 when he refused supervi­ 
sors’ orders to resign three 
months before his term was due 
to expire. 
Besides the painters, Scott 
represented Plasterers and Ce­ 
ment Masons Local 355 and the 
local sheet metal workers and 
roofers. 
His business activités includ­ 
ing being a founder and officer 
of the Tamalpais Savings and 
Loan Association in Corte Ma­ 
dera. 
He also served as a director 
of the Marin Property Owners 
Association and was labor’s 
representative on the Marin 
County Economic Opportunity 
Council at one time. 
For many years he was a 
director of the Marin County 
Tuberculosis and Health Asso­ 
ciation. 
His hobby, and that of his 
wife, May Belle, was botany 
and the backyard of their home 
at 22 Amicita Avenue was noted 
for a colorful array of plants.

Says Draft 


Not Needed 


WASHINGTON (UPD -S e n . 
Alan Cranston. 1)Calif., said 
today the 75 day lapse of the 
draft law showed it was not 
needed and vowed to continue a 
filibuster against stalled legis 
lation to extend selective serv 
ice two more years. 


As the Senate resumed de­ 
bate on the measure following a 
long recess, Senate Republican 
leader Hugh Scott announced at 
the same time he would soon 
initiate a formal move to put 
“ an end to this farce” and h alt 
debate. 


The measure has been before 
Congress for seven months. The 
previous draft law technically 
expired June 30 but the system 
continues to operate, other than 
induction of men. 
The proposal opposed by 
Cranston would extend selec­ 
tive service until June 30, 1973, 
and would give the m ilitary its 
largest pay raise in history. 
Senate D em ocratic lead er 
Mike Mansfield said he would 
not support the filibuster forces 
but declined to commit himself 
on Scott’s cloture proposal. 
However, the Montana Demo­ 
crat suggested he might favor 
sending the controversial legis­ 
lation back to a HouseSenate 
conference committee to try to 
reach a compromise. 
There was a break in Repub 
lican ranks when Sen. Gordon 
Allott, of Colorado, urged the 
Senate to reject the m easure on 
grounds its m ilitary pay raise 
provision was unfair to low- 
ranking men and officers. 
A llott, the S en ate’s No. 3; 
ranking Republican, urged his 
collegaues not to be “ stam ped­ 
ed” by administration argu­ 
m ents th at the com prom ise 
should be passed quickly to 
avert a depletion of military 
manpower. 
While he did not directly indi­ 
cate whether he would support 
a filibuster, Allott said “ I do 
not favor, and will not support, 
any undue delay.”

KUALA LUMPUR (U P I)- 
The awesome image of China 
dissolved in coconut drinks and 
lilting Malay songs last week at 
the end of the seven-day visit of 
the first official delegation from 
the C om m unist m ainland to 
Malaysia. 
Dancing the gay Malay “jog- 
et,” the 13-man team of Peking 
trade officials celebrated the 
conclusion of a substantial 
trade agreem ent in the compa­ 
ny of well-proportioned Malay 
girls at a leading nightspot. 
Their host was M ohamed 
Khir Johari, minister of com­ 
merce and industry. Instead of 
au stere 
Mao 
jack ets, 
the 
Chinese donned b rig h t-p a t­ 
terned “ B atek ” sport shirts 
made in rural Malaysia. 
There was plenty of reason 
for both sides to be jolly. China 
established its first friendly 
foothold in this part of South­ 
east Asia. Malaysia took anoth­ 
er giant stride toward patching 
up differences with her once 
arch-foe. 


Chang Kuang-tou, director of 
the China Chemical Import-Ex­ 
port Corporation and leader of 
the delegation, told a dinner 
gathering, “ Our ties stre tc h 
back to a thousand years. But 
the imperialists interfered. I 
am confident the exchange of 
such visit will lead to a further 
strengthening of ties between 
the peoples of Malaysia and 
China.” 
The third day the Chinese 
w ere here, Chang led five 
colleagues in a meeting with 
Prim e Minister Tun Abdul Ra- 
zak. It was Razak who turned 
Malaysia from pro-Western an­ 
ticommunism to non-alignment 
in foreign affairs last Septem­ 
ber after he took over as head 
of government from Tengku 
Abdul Rahman. 
Their 40-minute talk was re­ 
ported to have ranged from 
table-tennis to Razak’s proposal 
for neutralization of Southeast 
Asia. 
Razak is seeking guarantees 
by China, the United States and 


the Soviet Union in the form of 
a United Nations declaration 
for non-interference in a neu­ 
tralized Southeast Asia. He 
says he also wants eventual 
diplomatic ties with Peking, but 
adds China must recognize Ma­ 
laysia as an independent sover­ 
eign nation and stop interfering 
in her internal affairs. 


Communist China traditional­ 
ly has lent moral and some 
physical support to Communist 
insurgency in Malaysian jun­ 
gles along the Thai and Indone­ 
sian borders. 


Chang’s visit appeared to be 
a definite step in Razak’s de­ 
sired direction. Chang signifi­ 
cantly spoke of “ Malaysia” and 
not “ M alaya,” the form China 
used before to imply nonrecog­ 
nition of the Malaysian federa­ 
tion. 
C hang’s team spent three 
days of talks with officials from 
the national trading corpora­ 
tion, Pernas. Pernas recently 
took over from local Chinese 


m erchants all Malaysian trad­ 
ing with China. 
Four million resident Chinese 
form M alaysia’s largest minori­ 
ty and control much of the 
economy here. The fact China 
has agreed to trade with an 
agency sponsored by the Ma­ 
lay dom inated 
governm ent 
rather than individual Chinese 
entrepreneurs was taken in offi­ 
cial circles as a positive diplo­ 
matic gesture. 
It also calmed fears among 
M alaysia’s 5 million Malay m a­ 
jority that a detente with China 
will stir racial passions among 
M alaysian Chinese, m ost of 
whom m aintain at least senti­ 
mental feeling for their form er 
homeland. 
During the visit no activity 
was reported between security 
forces and border Communists 
near the frontier with Thailand. 
Razak seeks to pull the rug 
from under the local Commu­ 
nist terrorists by his wooing of 
China. 
In the final com m unique 


Chang’s team pledged to make 
Malaysia their main source of 
rubber for an indefinite period. 
The communique said direct 
trade links had been estab­ 
lished and government-owned 
Malaysian and Chinese ships 
will begin calling at each others 
ports “ as a big step forward” 
toward formal trade ties.

Reclaim Land 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sci- 
tentists reported today that two 
environmental problems have 
been successfully attacked by 
using smokestack soot to re­ 
claim land wasted by coal min­ 
ing. 
Soot, or fly ash, presents a 
giant disposal problem to utili­ 
ties that burn coal to generate 
electricity. Power plants 
produce 30 million tons of it a 
year. 
By applying the soot, which is 
alkaline, to acidic coal mine 
spoil and refuse areas, the land 
can be made less sour and 
more hospitable to plant life. 
There are more than 600,000 
acres of acid land in the big 
strip mining states of Pennsyl­ 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio, Illi­ 
nois and Kentucky.

However, since 
there is so little moisture and 
air there plant life would have 
a hard time subsisting. 
The lines on Mars that were 
once thought to be canals are 
still a mystery. 
Mars has two moons but both 
are very tiny and hard to see. 
One is about five miles in diam­ 
eter and the other 10 miles. The 
closer moon goes around its 
orbit faster than the planet 
rotates, so to a Martian it 
would appear to rise in the west 
and set in the east.

Separation 
On Dollar 
To Continue 


BRUSSELS (UPI)—The Euro­ 
pean Common Market countries 
agreed today to continue for the 
time being their present system 
of separate national action with 
regard to the dollar, Common 
Market sources said. 
The agreement was reached 
at the start of a one-day session 
of the market’s finance and 
economics ministers in Brus­ 
sels to review the international 
monetary’ crisis. 
The six market countries — 
West Germany, France, Italy, 
Belgium, tha Netherlands and 
Luxembourg —have adopted 
different tactics to cope with 


the money and economic meas­ 
ures announced by President 
Nixon last month. 
M arket 
so u rces 
quoted 
French Finance Minister Val­ 
ery Giscard d’Estaing as telling 
his colleagues the coexistence 
of the different national sys­ 
tems had proved possible. 
“ The Alarms of August” 
when the six market nations 
failed to agree on a common 
action towards the dollar, 
“have vanished,” the sources 
quoted the French minister say­ 
ing. 
Belgian Minister Jean Snoy et 
Doppuers warned of the dan­ 
gers of comtinuing separate ac­ 
tion for too long, the sources 
said. 
“There will be a rupture in 
the agricultural system because 
the present system is both diffi­ 
cult and politically impracti­ 
cal,” the sources quoted the 
Belgian minister as saying. 
Under the present system of 
different national m onetary 
measures, it is impossible to fix 
common prices for agricultural 
trade between the six market 
nations. 
The ministers’ cautious atti­ 
tude in leaving aside for the 
time being their internal differ­ 
ences did not come as a sur­ 
prise. Instead they were expect­ 
ed to try rather to find a 
common ground for over-all re­ 
forms of the international mon­ 
etary system.

CIA Trains 
Laos Troops, 
Report Says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
transcript of secret Senate tes­ 
timony disclosed Monday that 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) has been secretly training 
and supporting 30,000 guerrilla 
troops in Laos since 1962. 


The figure was disclosed for 
the first tim e in published 
closed door hearings before the 
Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee. 


G. Murtrie Godley, U.S. am­ 
bassador to Laos, told the com­ 
mittee the CIAfinanced guerril­ 
la 
units 
“ have 
been 
the 
backbone of the military effort 
in Laos” to repel the North 
Vietnamese forces. 


“The irregular forces in Laos 
today ... number about 30,000 
men,” he said. “These forces 
are organized into SGU (Special 
Guerrilla Unit) battalions, and! 
these battalions now comprise 
about 330 to 360 men each.” 


Godley said the guerrilla 
units operated every where in 
Laos except the area around 
the capital, Vientiane. 
“The reason that no person­ 
nel has been recruited in the 
Vientiane area was that there 
were in the 1960s a series of 
coups,” he said. 
“Military personnel played a 
rather prominent role in these 
actions, and the United States 
did not wish to become initi- 
mately involved in the internal 
political machinations or polit­ 
ical military actions in that 
country.” 
Godley said the CIA began 
covertly assisting Lao irregular 
forces in 1962 and 1963, when it 
becam e apparent the North 
Vietnamese were not going to 
respect the Geneva accords 
barring outside military inter­ 
ference in the Laotian affairs. 


In one year 380,353 umbrellas, 
256,031 pairs of glasses and 
170,189 shoes were left behind 
by passengers on Japanese 
trains.

Will Death 
Of Monk 
Be Solved? 


PHNOM PENH (UPI)-Cam- 
bodia’s case of the murdered 
monk, a tale of politics, nation­ 
alism and religion, will likely 
never be solved. 
Government officials and fol­ 
lowers of the venerable abbot 
Ek San are convinced that Viet 
Cong stabbed the monk to 
death, stuffed his mouth with 
stones, weighted his body and 
tossed it into the Tonie Sap, a 
major river 55 miles northwest, 
of Phnom Penh. 
“ It would have been impossi­ 
ble for a Cambodian to kill Ek 
San,” said another monk, who 
had known the dead Buddhist 
priest for six years. 


The Communists have not yet 
published their side of the sto­ 
ry, but it is likely, if past 
precedents are followed, that 
they will blame Cambodian sol­ 
diers. 
Ek San was the head monk in 
Prey Kry, a rich village 50 
miles north of Phnom Penh, 
and reportedly had not cooper­ 
ated well with the Viet Cong 
during the year they controlled 
the town. 
He was last seen entering the 
forest near Prey Kry Aug. 24. 
He said he was going to find the 
Viet Cong to demand the re­ 
lease of two of Ek San’s stu­ 
dents held by the Communists. 
Four days later his body was 
found floating in the river. A 
piece of barbed wire, which had 
apparently been tied to a rock, 
was dangling from the monk’s 
corpse. 
The Cambodian government 
immediately denounced the 


“ barbarous assassination” of 
Ek San, and Information Minis­ 
ter Long Boret asked for public 
donations so that a state funer­ 
al could be held. 
Ek San was “ savagely assas­ 
sinated by the anti-Buddhist 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam­ 
ese while he tried to serve the 
population and the cause of the 
Cambodian republic,” the min­ 
ister said. 
The effect on the civilian 
population was one of shock. 
“ We do not know why anyone 
would kill a monk,” said Srey 
Bunthol, deputy governor of 
Kompongn Chhnang province, 
in which Prey Kry is situated. 
“ Maybe they thought he was a 
government agent.”

Youths Aim For Sanitary Board 


By STEVE SWENSON 
Two 18-year-old T ib u ro n 
youths want to spend one Tues­ 
day night a month at the Tres­ 
tle Glen waste treatm ent plant. 


No, the plant isn’t a local 
hangout. The youths, who have 
seriously studied sewage prob­ 
lems, are seeking election to 
the Richardson Bay Sanitary 
D istrict board which m eets 
there. 


Joseph J. Franaszek of 17 
Juno Road, and Christian G. 
Fritz of 700 Hawthorne Drive, 
are the youngest candidates for 
public office in Marin’s history 
as they take advantage of the 
new state law making 18-year- 
olds eligible for public office. 


T h e two g ra d u a te d with 


honors from Redwood High 
School and plan to attend the 
University of California at 
Berkeley this year. They said 
they have been working on 
ideas together and would like 
to be elected as a team. 
Asked why they are running 
for the district, Fritz said, “The 
district is small enough so that 
we can effect a change. We feel 
our interest, capacity to handle 
the job and the issues we sup­ 
port overcome our lack of expe­ 
rience.” 
The candidates outlined two 
proposals they would like the 
board to consider: 
The first is to eliminate what 
they call an “ unnecessary 
sm ell’’ at the T restle Glen 
plant. Franaszek said he talked 


to the Santa Clara County sani­ 
tation d istrict m an ag er who 
said the odor could be eliminat­ 
ed. 


Fritz noted the odor has been 
around a long time and it is 
about time the board to come to 
some actioN to alleviate the 
unpleasant smell which often­ 
times drifts up to Little Reed 
Heights. 


The youths also proposed 
combining two or more sani­ 
tation districts to avoid dupli­ 
cation and increase efficien­ 
cy. 
They 
also 
su g g est 
constructing a new treatment 
plant with a high temperature 
furnace capable of treating 
both refuse and sewage at 10 
times below the federal air 


standards, according to Fran­ 
aszek. 
He said there is already such 
a plant in San Leandro which 
serves about 150,000 people, 
three-fourths the population of 
Marin. Fritz said the new plant 
would have a high price tag but 
if several districts were com­ 
bined, the taxpayers could save 
money in the long run. 
Both youths emphasized they 
did not want to be thought of as 
“youth candidates.” Franaszek 
said, “ We don’t want to be 
elected because we are 18, nor 
do we want to be voted against 
because of our age.” 
One problem the youths said 
they sensed talking to people 
was apathy. “ People can suc­ 
cessfully defeat you by ignoring 


you,” Franaszek said. Many 
people have a hopeless feeling 
that no m atter who they elect 
the board will not be respon­ 
sive, he added. 


Both candidates, who have 
had experience in student 
government, said they feel 
part of the job is to bring 
complaints and proposals oth­ 
er than their own before the 
board. 


The youths said that if they 
were elected and did a compe­ 
tent job, they think it would 
help change adult attitudes that 
young people are “ shiftless" 
and would also pave the way 
for other youths who feel they 
have something to contribute 
for public office.

f t . McPh e r s o n , Ga. (u p d 
—Lt. William L. Calley Jr. re­ 
fused to testify today at the 
court-m artial of his form er 
commander, Capt. Ernest L. 
Medina, and Medina's attorney 
said he would prove that Calley 
“ was solely responsible” for 
the m assacre at My Lai. 
Calley, the only man convict­ 
ed thus far in the My Lai affair, 
was brought here from Ft. Ben- 
ning. Ga., where he has been 
under house arrest, to appear 
as the opening witness for the 
defense. 
He refused to testify on ad- * 
vice of his attorney, however, 
and neither the court nor Medi­ 
na’s attorney, F. Lee Bailey, 
pressed the point. 
The military judge, Col. Keiv 
neth A. Howard, declined to 
order Calley to testify, noting 
the young lieutenant still could 
face a retrial, and in such an 
event anything he said here 
could be used against him. 
Bailey let the m atter pass, 
telling the court, “I don’t want 
to parade him in here and 
em barrass him ” by forcing him 
to plead the Fifth Amendment. 
Medina is on trial on three 
charges. He is accused of per­ 
sonally killing a woman, order­ 
ing the death of a small boy, 
and failing to stop his troops 
from killing 100 other civilians. 
Calley also was tried for 102 
murders at My Lai. He was 
convicted on 22 counts and sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment, but 
the sentence has been reduced 
to 20 years confinement. 
Bailey said the defense would 
produce “ the man who shot 
that boy” Medina is accused of 
killing. “ He will say he re­ 
ceived no order from Capt. 
Medina, but did it on his own.” 
Bailey said Medina himself, 
and another witness, will relate 
the shooting of the woman, 
showing that Medina thought 
the woman was about to throw 
a hand grenade at him and 
“ shot her to save his own life.” 
The famed criminal law yer 
also prom ised the defense 
would produce w itnesses to 
show that “ Lt. Calley was soley 
responsible” for the deaths of 
civilians at My Lai, and that 
“ Capt. Medina knew absolutely 
nothing about it.” 
The first witness for the de- 
: fense was Robert Jam es Lee, a 


j form er soldier from Oshkosh, 
Wis. Lee, a medic with Medi­ 
na’s company, described the 
professional 34-year-old soldier 
from M onrose, Colo., as a 
“ good leader” and a strong 
commander.“ 


Calley was flown from Ft. 
Benning to the Fulton County 
Airport near Atlanta early this 
morning. He made the short 
trip to Ft. McPherson in an 
Army sedan, escorted by two 
m ilitary police cars. His attor­ 
ney, George W. Latimer, was 
with him. 


A sixm an security guard ac­ 
companied him as he stepped 
from the car and walked brisk­ 
ly into the courthouse. He was 
in uniform and wearing sun 
glasses, and appeared thinner 
and in better 
physical condi­ 
tion than he was during his trial 
last spring. 


N ew sm en 
w ere 
w a rn e d 
against asking him questions, 
since he is a prisoner, but 
someone yelled, “ Hello, Rus­ 
ty,” as Calley made his way 
toward the courtroom. 
He flashed a smile, and gave 
a slight wave of his arm. 


Latimer said in advance of 
Galley’s courtroom appearance 
that his client would not speak 
unless the judge “ commands 
the lieutenant to testify under 
threat of sanctions.” 


Calley was the first witness 
called by the defense, which 
began presenting its case to­ 
day.

Due To Commercial Collection

Unquestionably, the bog tur­ 
tle is a very rare reptile. Both 
the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature in 
Switzerland and the United 
States Department of the Interi­ 
or include the bog turtle on 
their list of rare and endan­ 
gered species. 
The small (maximum length 
about four inches) and very 
attractive bog turtle was dis­ 
covered in Lancaster County, 
Pennsylvania, by clergyman 
and botonist Heinrich Muhlen­ 
berg during the latter part of 
the 18th Century. Not surpris­ 
ingly, this species is also re­ 
ferred to in some circles as 
Muhlenberg’s turtle. 
This turtle can readily be 
identified by its straight-sided 
shell which is short and narrow. 
The general ground color is 
brown, with the lower shell 
(plastron) of a darker nature. 
The upper shell (carapace) is 
distinctly marked by concentric 
rings with no scattered yellow 
spots. However, its best-known 
mark of identification is the 
large orange or yellow patch on 
the side of the head. 
It is likely that the bog 
turtle was never very com­ 
mon, for it appears to have 
always 
been confined 
to 
freshwater swamps and bogs 
of certain Atlantic states. In 
total, its range stretched 
from Western Massachusetts 
and central New York south 
to the westernmost reaches of 
North Carolina! Today, its 
colonies are even more re­ 
stricted and isolated.

and, with minor exceptions, 
the existing colonies are sepa­ 
rated from one another by 
several miles. 
As its name implies, it shows 
a strong predilection to areas of 
spagnum bog. 
Bog-dwelling creatures like 
the bog turtle are most vulnera­ 
ble because their habitat is 
always in a constant process of 
chance. As time passes, the bog 
fills over by giving way to 
invading hardwood trees. 
However, this is a natural 
long-term process, whereas the 
impending demise of the bog 
turtle is more immediate and 
likely to be brought about by 
the hand of man. 
Each year, more and more of 
the bog turtle’s home is eaten 
up by the plough under the 
guise of land “ reclamation.” 
This unnatural pressure has 
been felt in all parts of the 
turtle’s range, but has been 
especially severe on popula­ 
tions in New Jersey and south­ 
eastern Pennsylvania. 
Also, over-collecting has 
contributed much to the bog 
turtle's present reduced sta­ 
tus.

Athletes Killed In 
Colorado Bus Crash 


GUNNISON, Colo.* (UPI) - 
The school bus transporting the 
Gunnison High School junior 
varsity to a football game was 
coming down the east side of 
the 11,312-foot Monarch Pass 
when the odor of smoke drifted 
back to the players. 


“ One of the boys noticed the 
brakes smelled,” said Bob Ra- 
gatz, a 14-year-old junior var­ 
sity football player at Gunnison 
High School. “ Not bad at first, 
but it got worse —the smell of 
smoke.” 


The bus slowly gathered mo­ 
mentum. The bus driver, Royce 
Mustain, 23, pushed on the 
brake pedal, and then pushed 
harder. The force of his efforts 
brought him bold upright out of 
his seat, his foot pumping the 
pedal. 
“ One of the coaches got up to 
try and help the driver put the 
bus in first gear,” Ragatz said. 
“ But then the brakes seemed to 
go, and then the transmission.” 
Down the winding mountain 
road the bus sped out of con­ 
trol, —50, 60, 70 miles per hour.

Agnew Asks An End To 
Bickering, Partisanship 


SAN JUAN, P R. (UPI)-Vice 
President 
Spiro T. 
Agnew 
called on the nation’s governors 
today to shun “ petty bickering 
and partisan jockeying” in de­ 
bate over President Nixon’s 
new economic policy. 
“ In this period of a freeze on 
wages, prices and rents, and 
indeed in the stage that follows 
the freeze, let us work together 
in the public interest through a 
rational discussion and a spirit 
of cooperation,” Agnew told the 
63rd annual National Governors 
Conference. 
Two bombs exploded in an 
electric power plant early to­ 
day, knocking out electricity for 
about an hour in the immediate 
area of the plant. Authorities 
issued conflicting statements on 
whether the explosions were 
caused by an accident or by 
militant independence groups. 
A parade of at least 25,000 
supporters of Puerto Rican in­ 
dependence took advantage of 
the governors’ presence Sunday 
to tell them they were not 
welcome here. However, the 
protest was more festive than 
angry. 
In remarks prepared for the 
opening business session of the 
meeting, Agnew returned to his 
role as chief White House link 
with state government. He de­ 


fended Nixon’s new economic 
policy against Democratic and 
labor movement charges that it 
offered unfair tax relief based 
on a trickle dowm theory and 
that profit controls should be 
tied to other controls as they 
were not in the 90-day wage- 
price freeze. 
He said he was a believer in 
“ honest partisanship, that the 
Nixon policy was not handed 
down from Mt. Olympus and 
was subject to searching study 
leading to improvement where 
it could be improved.” 
“ We’re open to ideas, be­ 
cause the only way the fight 
against inflation can succeed as 
if every group and every indi­ 
vidual has a stake in its suc­ 
cess,” Agnew said. 
In presidential politics, Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama 
says he may enter three Demo­ 
cratic presidential primaries in 
the South next year, but that 
would not rule out an independ­ 
ent race for the presidency as a 
third party candidate. 
Wallace, speaking before the 
formal opening today of the 
63rd National Governors Con­ 
ference, indicated he might ap­ 
pear on the presidential prima­ 
ry ballots in Florida, Tennessee 
and North Carolina as a Demo­ 
crat.

Israeli gunners fired at a 
Syrian Soviet-built MIG17 jet 
fighter as it flew over the Isra­ 
eli occupied Syrian Golan

It was the third overflight of 
the Golan Heights by Syrian 
planes since the Middle East 
cease-fire of August, 1970. Is­ 
rael lodged an immediate pro­ 
test against the flight with the 
U.N. Truce Supervisory Com­ 
mission in Jerusalem. 
The incident occurred nearly 
two days after an Israeli gun­ 
ner at the Suez Canal shot down 
a low-flying Egyptian fighter- 
bomber. An Israeli military 
spokesman said Egyptian retal­ 
iation was not expected and 
warned that Israel “ will fire 
again” at aircraft intruding on 
its airspace. 
The spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv that Israeli troops at the 
Suez Canal went without protec­ 
tive gear today despite the pos­ 
sibility of retaliation by Egypt 
following the most serious inci­ 
dent at the canal since a cease­ 
fire went into effect there Aug. 
7, 1970. 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
described the downing of the 
Soviet-built Sukhoi 7 as an “ i- 
solated incident” and said, 
“ You do not go to war over the 
loss of one plane.” Egypt had 
said the plane was on a training 
flight two miles inside Egyptian 
territory. It termed the shoot­ 
ing "an aggression” but did not 
confirm the craft was hit. 
In the Arab world, the Middle 
East News Agency (MENA) 
said Palestinian guerrillas have 
agreed to attend a peace con­ 
ference with the Jordanian gov­ 
ernment at Jeddah, Saudi Ara- 
bia.

failed to show, is sponsored by 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 
In Egypt. Prime Minister 
Mahmoud Fawzi began consult­ 
ations toward the formation of 
a new cabinet in a reshuffle 
dictated by a public referen­ 
dum which approved a new 
permanent constitution Satur­ 
day. Fawzi submitted the resig­ 
nation of his 33-man cabinet to 
President Anwar Sadat Sunday. 
Israeli military sources said 
the Sukhoi was hit by a ma­ 
chine-gunner who later was re­ 
warded with a bottle of cham­ 
pagne. It was the 17th time 
Israel reported firing at Egyp­ 
tian planes since April 26, the 
first it reported a hit and the 
40th time it complained of 
Egyptian overflights to the 
U.N. Truce Supervisory Com­ 
mission.

Stopping Truth Decay 


Is Goal O f Education 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK. 
NEW YORK (UPI) —“ Com­ 
pulsory education,” some crit­ 
ics maintain, “ embalms stu­ 
d e n ts, 
tu rn in g 
off 
th e ir 
curiosity.” 
“ The trouble with education,” 
other critics claim, “ is that 
therre are too many frills, plus 
too much coddling of students.” 
“ Experimentation, that’s all, 
th at’s what goes on in the 
classrooms, experimentation at 
taxpayers’ expense,” other non­ 
friends of contemporary educa­ 
tion are fond of saying. 
So what really is the function 
of education? 
Ewald Nyquist, a state educa­ 
tion commissioner, says one of 
the vital tasks of education was 
stated in front of a Baptist 
church in Tulsa, Okla. The sign 
read: 
“ Help stop truth decay.” 
Nyquist, commissioner of ed­ 
ucation for New York State, did 
his telling at the 30th annual 
s u p e rin te n d e n ts w o rk sh o p , 
sponsored by Teachers College 
a t Colum bia U niversity, for 
school bosses from across the 
nation. 


PRESSURES ON public edu­ 
cation include the voices of the 
young raised agairst the estab­ 
lished order in general and 
again the educational system in 
particular, according to Nyqu­ 
ist. 
, 
. . 
, 
“ And they have been joined 
by the poor and the blacks,” he 
said. “ They represent the new 
disestablishmentarianism. The 
cry for relevance has echoed 
through our compartmentalized 


schools with their lock-step pro­ 
grams, standardized schedules, 
prescribed curricula, and other 
rigidities. 
“ Present education is too fre­ 
quently an experience charac­ 
terized by information gather­ 
ing, with its fact-centered, 
course-centered, 
subject-cen­ 
tered, grade-getting, bell-inter­ 
rupted activities, and fragm en­ 
tation in terms of time, space 
subjects, and teachers.” 
Nyquist said it reminds him 
of the “ new” there R's: rote, 
restraint and regurgitation.” 
If education is to really help 
stop truth decay and contribute 
to the development of a rapidly 
changing society, shifts are 
needed. Among those cited by 
Nyquist were; 


—From a system geared for 
relatively slow evolution to one 
capable of rapid change. 


—From a system to provide 
mainly predetermined curricu­ 
la and programs to one geared 
to supporting the ongoing devel­ 
opment of students. 


—From a system which pro­ 
vides contributions only at ear­ 
ly and middle years of a per­ 
son’s life to one geared for 
sustained contributions appro­ 
priate at every stage of a life­ 
time. 


—From a system geared to 
provide 
m ainly knowledge, 
treating knowledge as an end in 
itself, to one geared to helping 
people learn how to use what 
they learn and how to work 
together productively.

Safety of children who began 
riding school buses in the Nova­ 
to Unified School District on 
this first day of school is utmost 
in the mind of Karen Millikin, 
bus dispatcher and scheduler, 
and her crew of 15 women 
drivers. 
Mrs. Millikin was the only 
Marinite to spend three weeks 
last month in Sacramento with 
14 others attending 120 hours of 
teaching techniques in class­ 
room and behind-the-wheel in­ 
struction for school bus drivers. 
She will now be responsible 
for initiating and conducting 
school bus driver training pro­ 
gram s in Marin County. 
The aim of the program is to 
reduce the number of school 
bus accidents in California. It 
was initiated in October under 
joint three-year funding by the 
U.S. Department of Transporta­ 
tio n and the California State 
Department of Education. A 
num ber of other states are look­ 
ing at the California model, 
according to Dr. Stanley Mc- 
Dougall. director of the project. 
THE NOVATO bus program 
is unusual in that all of its 
regular bus drivers are women. 
One man, Ben Young, is a 
substitute driver. 
Mrs. Millikin and Dr. Eugene 
de Brecht, assistant superin­ 
tendent in charge of business 
and buildings, say it takes a 
special kind of person to drive a 
school bus. 
And women don’t mind the 
broken hours — they start work 
at 7 a.m., but they have time 
off during the middle of the 
day. Dr. De Brecht also said 
there is a very low turnover of 
drivers. 
K aren 
sta rte d 
driving a 
school bus seven years ago 
after her children were grown. 
She was born in Novato and 
knows every road in the Novato 
a rea. A nother long-tim e bus 
driver with the district, Mrs. 
Lena Blaski, who has been a 
bus driver for 20 years, talked 
Mrs. Millikin into driving a bus. 
However, Karen only substi­ 
tutes now as her special job 
demands her time in the trans­ 
portation office. 
Until the school children are 
all registered, Mrs. Millikin will 
not know how many will be 
bused, but on the average last 
year 2,000 children or about 
one-sixth of the youngsters in 
the school district were trans­ 
ported by bus. 
F o r the 
secu rity of the 
youngsters and other motorists, 
the school bus d riv er m ust 
check her en tire bus every 
m orning, including brakes, I 
windshield wipers, oil pressure. | 
first aid equipment and fire 
extinguishers. 


ON FRIDAY. Mrs. Millikin 
conducted in-service training 
for her drivers. Also giving 
instruction were Officer Art Ol­ 
son of the California Highway 
Patrol and A1 Mendoza, safety 
officer of the Novato Police 
Departm ent who assist in the 
school bus drivers program and 
w ork very closely w ith the 
school district. 


Mrs. Millikin says she will be 
teaching the drivers the meth­ 
ods given her at Sacramento, 
among them, the proper way to 
make a right or left turn with­ 
out straying into another lane, 
which is difficult with the big 
buses. She’ll also stress defen­ 
sive driving. 


This year all school buses will 
drive with their lights on. She

WASHINGTON — You may not be able to 
do much about the cost of living, but you may 
be able to cut hundreds — perhaps thousands 
— of dollars off the cost of dying with a newly 
revised 64-page booklet. 
The publication, the fifth edition of “ A 
Manual of Simple Burial,” provides frank 
answers to almost every' question that arises 
at the time of death. Its aim is to show “ how 
to obtain simplicity, dignity and economy in 
funeral arrangements through 
advance planning.” 
It also offers information to 
help people donate parts of 
their body to medical research 
or to various “ banks” such as 
eye banks in order to serve 
other people. Names and ad­ 
dresses of medical facilities 
and organ banks are given 
along with special conditions 
wherever they apply.

THE THEME of the booklet 
is “ advance planning.” By look­ 
ing ahead to the inevitable, 
says author Ernest Morgan, 
you can assure dignity and 
simplicity at comparatively low 
costs. Failure to make advance 
plans can leave you at the 
mercy of costly customs while 
you are under great emotional 
stress. 
Unlike best-selling books of a 
decade or so ago, this booklet 
has some kind words for the 
majority of funeral directors: 
“ It is important that we not 
judge funeral directors in gen­ 
eral by the occasional shady 
operator who is to be found 
among them, and that we un­ 
derstand their problems and 
appreciate the services they 
perform.” 
Morgan believes that candid 
information and advance plan­ 
ning can benefit both the public 
and the funeral industry. 
THE BASIC problem, says 
Morgan, is the surplus of funer­ 
al directors. There are some 
24,000 to handle enough busi­ 
ness for only 2,000 working at 
maximum efficiency. With an 
average of only about one adult 
funeral a week, a funeral di­ 
rector is forced to charge consi- 


derable overhead in the price. 
It is no wonder that a Con­ 
gressional study a few years 
ago found that the average 
price of a funeral in this coun­ 
try exceeded $1,000. It may be 
even more now although many 
morticians have scaled down 
their fees. 
The main thrust of the book­ 
let is away from elaborate fu­ 
nerals and fancy caskets and 
toward simple memorial serv­ 
ices after the body is either 
cremated or donated for chari­ 
table or scientific purposes. 


A special section of the book­ 
let lists more than 100 member 
organizations of the Continental 
Association of Funeral and 
Memorial Societies, with their 
addresses, phone numbers and 
principal services. Some two 
dozen other memorial societies 
are also listed. 
IN A SER IES of questions 
and answers, Morgan explains 
what a memorial society is and 
what it tries to do: 
“ A memorial society is a 
voluntary group of people who 


have joined together to obtain 
dignity, simplicity and economy 
in 
funeral 
arrangem ents 
through advance planning.” 
The booklet tells how to organ­ 
ize a society.

(UPO—Japanese 
Foreign Minister Takeo Fukuda 
said today Canada and Japan 
should join together in an alli­ 
ance to promote free trade in 
the face of last month’s U.S. 
economic measures. 
Fukuda, addressing the open­ 
ing session of a Canada-Japan 
ministerial meeting, said Cana 
da and Japan are“disciples of 
free trade and it is imperative 
that we address ourselves to 
this problem in the face of 
rising protectionism.” 


“I am hopeful that we can 
create a Japan-Canada alliance 
for the preservation of free 
trade in the world today,” he 
said. 
The Japanese minister said 
that the economic crisis caused 
by President Nixon’s Aug. 15 
economic moves, including a 1C 
per cent surcharge on imports, 
had led to “an era of turbulence 
of the greatest magnitude since 
World War II.” 


He noted that both Canada 
and Japan had sent high-level 
missions to Washington to plead 
for an easing of the trade re­ 
strictions in the new 7.S. eco­ 
nomic policy and that neither 
delegation won any positive 
concessions.

He Wears 13 Pounds Of Copper 
Bells And Dances Up Á Storm 


By MARG BURNS 
The bells on Chitresh Das's 
slight legs have been tuned 
through years of practice. His 
dancing is both gentle and fero­ 
cious: his slender body does not 
seem weighted down by the 13 
pounds of copper he supports as 
he spirals through the air. 
Das, a 27-year-old dancer 
from Calcutta has come to Ma­ 
rin County to teach Kathak — a 
north India classical dance in 
which the performer wears 
braids of bells on his ankles. 
The youthful looking Das be­ 
came interested in Kathak 
accidentaly. His father, a 
dancing teacher, went to Pan- ‘ 
dit Ram Narayan Misra, who 
later became Das's guru, to 
learn Kathak. 


“The guru told my father he 
was too old and suggested that 
he bring his son.” Das’s father 
took the guru’s advice and 
when Das was seven years old 
took him to the guru. 
Now Das moves with the 
grace of a ballet dancer. He is 
only 5 feet 5 inches tall and 


weighs 135 pounds but has 
made up for his size with rigor­ 
ous exercises “to develop stam 
ina.” Besides practicing at 
least an hour every day he 
occasionally plays recordings 
and simply moves around with 
the bells or high kicks in place 
wearing the bells. 
Kathak, his specialty, is 
about 2,000 years old. It origi­ 
nated during from the minstrel 
songs of praise to God. Eventu­ 
ally dancing replaced singing. 
The dance in its present form 
evolved from Moslem and Hin­ 
du influences, though it is based 
on Hindu religious philosophies. 
Nine sentiments — including 
love, valor, anger, fear, dis­ 
gust, wonder, despair, peace — 
are portrayed through facial 
movements in the dance. Das 
has mastered the communica­ 
tion of these feelings. 
He wears heavy makeup he 
claims is practically nonexis­ 
tent compared to the amount 
more experienced dancers wear 
especially around the eyes to 
exaggerate them. 
Das began studying 17 


years ago. He has received 
both bachelor and master’s 
degrees in dance (along with 
a bachelor’s degree in gener­ 
al education from universities 
in India. 


He recently spent a year 
studying modern dance and 
teaching at the University of 
Maryland on a Whitney Foun­ 
dation grant. 


His feet have been condi­ 
tioned so they move in perfect 
tempo 
with 
the 
irregular 
rhythms of the Indian sitar 
music he uses as an accompani­ 
ment. Throughout the obviously 
physically taxing dance he 
smiles his enjoyment. 


“Everything becomes sacred 
in this dance,” he says, from 
the audience to the earrings of 
his costume. 


Das and his American born 
wife. Julia, spent the summer 
in Seattle with her family. The 
couple met while Mrs. Das was 
studying in India with Das’s 
father.

Art inthe Park in Petaluma’s 
tree'Shaded Walnut Park last 
weekend was part happening, 
part montage, and altogether a 
mosaic of color and action — 
albeit on the “cool” side the hot 
weekend! 
The occasion was the 12th 
Annual gettogether of artists, 
art lovers, friends, children, 
and visitors, sponsored by the 
18-yearold Petaluma Art Asso 
ciation, for the purpose of ex­ 
hibiting their work and raising 
a student scholarship fund 
through donations. Not stated, 
but quite apparent was the fun 
of being part of an important 
and lively community activity. 
Some 1,500 visitors came, 
saw, and bought — some from 
as far away as San Francisco. 
Also from San Francisco came 
the fivepiece Banjo Club Band 
in redandwhite striped vests, 
sleevebands, and straw hats, 
playing turn of the century mu­ 
sic in the bandstand, as a token 
of affection for the now de­ 
ceased, long time association 
member, Don Todd, and his 
widow. Ringing the musicians, 
quiet groups of the under 10 set 
sat in rapt attention at the sight 
and sound. 
Other youngsters played in a 
well equipped children’s play­ 
ground supervised by several 
high school students. Others 
used park picnic tables for clay 
modeling, drawing —• and just 
resting. One chubby youngster 
was busily painting a turtle on 
a block of wood... doing his 
own thing away from the oth­ 
ers. 
Just as much part of the 
scene as the 78 panels of paint 
ings and drawings which encir­ 
cled the park square, were the 
countless bikes and small 
groups of handsome teen agers 
huddled on the lawn and taking 
it all in. There was no doubt 
about the good “vibes” here! 
Much of it must be due to the 
excellent rapport generated by 
Frank Marshall, an art instruc

Rich, Robust

SAN FRANCISCO - A bril­ 
liant 49th season indeed is pre­ 
dicted for the San Francisco 
Opera if it continues like the 
first two offerings — Friday 
night’s opening “Manon,” that 
was a musical triumph as well 
as the usual fashion parade, 
and Saturday night’s sensation­ 
al ‘Der Rosenkavalier.” 
Planning to attend “Manon” 
later, I chose “Rosenkavalier” 
as my opener for the season, 
and an exciting one it was. 
The smash hit target could 
hardly have been missed with 
major roles in this tale of old 
Vienna sung by the Viennese 
stars mezzo Christa Ludwig as 
the boy lover Octavian and 
bass baritone Manfred Jung 
wirth as the coarse Baron Ochs, 
and a polished orchestra, par­ 
ticularly the strings, conducted 
by Silvio Varviso who regularly 
conducts in Vienna. He set the 


right pace for this lively opera 
with its famed Viennese waltz 
themes, making the orchestral 
music a lustrous setting for 
vocal gems — perhaps even a 
bit too brilliant. 
So loaded with vocal and dra­ 
matic riches was this perform­ 
ance of Strauss’s famed tragi­ 
comedy that Hager’s produc­ 
tion actually could afford to 
cast Stockholm born Nicolai 
Gedda — the most recorded 
tenor in history — in the minor 
role of the Italian singer. His 
top notes, however, seemed 
forced. 
By far the greatest individual 
triumph was the long anticipat­ 
ed San Francisco Opera debut 
of Ludwig. Not only was her 
powerful voice covering a wide 
range perfectly focused and col­ 
ored, but the acting of this 43- 
yearold singer as a young man 
impersonating a maid part of 
the time was amazingly con-

vincing. Hers was the best han­ 
dling of a “trouser” role I have 
ever seen. 


In his American debut Jung- 
wirth was a foxy old Baron 
Ochs, playing the role to the 
hilt for grossness and vulgarity 
but avoiding the buffoonery of­ 
ten encountered in many por­ 
trayals. 


The Yugoslavian opera star 
Sena Jurinac as the appealing 
M arschallin sang beautifully 
and in appearance was ideally 
suited to the attractive but ag­ 
ing princess who gives up her 
young lover to the youthfully 
pretty Sophie. Making her San 
Francisco debut in this role was 
Texas born Helen D onath, 
whose lyric soprano was pure 
and sweet. 


A high point of the evening 
was the trio singing in the last 
act of Ludwig, Jurinac and 
Donath. ■

Churgin 
Named To 
Drug Post 


Lloyd Churgin, 34-vear-old 
New Yorker, has been appoint­ 
ed to the new post of Marin 
County drug abuse and alcohol­ 
ism coordinator, according to 
Dr. Donovan O. Cooke, director 
of county health services. 
Churgin's experience includes 
many years of work with ad­ 
dicts, their families and com­ 
munities and especially with 
young drug abusers, Dr. Cooke 
said. 
He has worked with many 
drug subcultures and at New 
York City’s Addiction Services 
Agency, and has supervised a 
network of drug abuse preven­ 
tion and treatm ent programs 
and youth centers. 
He helped found Encounter 
Inc., a community program in 
Greenwich Village, where he 
supervised programs for ad­ 
dicts, preaddicts and their fam­ 
ilies. Dr. Cooke said that he has 
also served as a street worker 
with a fighting gang. 
Churgin’s immediate duties 
will include finding the gaps in 
present services for addicts and 
alcoholics and to help agencies 
in the county develop needed 
programs. Dr. Cooke said. 
The post was created by the 
supervisors earlier this sum­ 
mer during budget sessions. 
Churkin, who has already start­ 
ed to work, will be paid $1,058 a 
month. 
Churgin, who is married, ar­ 
rived in Marin after a world 
trip during which he worked as 
volunteer in India, Japan and 
Israel.

Sources at 
the prison said “ Yogi” was a 
nickname for Pinnel. 
The petion for Pinnel and 
Spain was filed by attorneys 
Edwin T. Caldwell of San Fran­ 
cisco, Elaine F. Wender of Oak­ 
land and Carl B. Shapiro of San 
Anselmo. 
The other petition was filed 
by O akland attorney David 
Nawi in behalf of Bingham and 
his father. Alfred M. Bingham, 
a Connecticut lawyer and for­ 
mer state senator. 
Both petitions said they be­ 
lieved Bales would take the 
cases to the grand jury tomor­ 
row and that Pinnel. Spain and 
Bingham would be among those 
he sought to have indicted. 
They charge that because of 
extensive publicity regarding 
the San Quentin escape attem pt 
and subsequent events, includ­ 
ing the issuance of a warrant 
for Bingham, “an attitude of 
hysteria and lack of im partiali­ 
ty has gripped the general pub­ 
lic of Marin.” 
The attorneys said they “ had 
every reason to believe” that 
members of the grand jury 
share the “ general hostile atti­ 
tudes of the public.” 
They noted that even if their 
petitions are granted. Bales can 
still pursue prosecution of the 
cases by starting in municipal 
court — a process he has al­ 
ready begun in 
Bingham 's 
case 
A grand jury indictm ent 
would e l i mi na t e muni c i p al 
court proceedings and put the 
cases in superior court where 
they would be tried. 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson of 
Marin Superior Court today 
signed an order for Bales to 
appear at 9 a.m. tomorrow to 
show why the attorneys’ peti­ 
tions should not be granted.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Change San Quentin? 
No, Abolish It 


Over the years, many men 
who were in position to judge 
the matter, including the late 
Warden Fred H. Dickson, have 
advocated closing San Quentin 
Prison. 


The reasons they have ad­ 
vanced are: (1) the prison is of 
outmoded design, which makes 
it difficult to govern; (2) it is in 
the wrong place for a prison, 
being within a metropolitan 
area; (3) the land on which it 
sits is too desirable, too valua­ 
ble, to be put to such use. 


WHEN THE STATE of Cali­ 
fornia bought 20 acres of San 
Quentin Point from Benjamin 
R. Buckelew for $10,000 in 1852, 
the site was considered remote, 
and therefore suitable for the 
state’s first prison. A barken- 
tine, abandoned in San Francis­ 
co Bay when its crew turned 
gold rushers, was moored at 
the point to become a floating 
prison while the convicts them­ 
selves built the original cells — 
which were to remain in use 
over a century, and become 
known as the “ old Spanish cell- 
block.” 


Recurrent outbreaks of vio­ 
lence plagued San Quentin 
Prison from us earliest days. 
But they have become more 
frequent in recent years as the 
spread of population has en­ 
gulfed the once-isolated point, 
bringing throngs of demonstra­ 
tors repeatedly to the prison 
gates to keep the inmates dis­ 
turbed and “ fired up.” We are 
all too well aware of what has 
happened there recently. 


Last Tuesday, Asst. Dist. 
Atty. Gary W. Thomas — him­ 
self a cripple as result of viol- 
ance by San Quentin prisoners 
— proposed that the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
request the state to change San 
Quentin from a maximum secu-

rity to a minimum security 
institution. This, he pointed out, 
would mean the worst “ hard 
case“ inmates would be moved 
elsewhere, reducing the prob­ 
lems. The supervisors seized on 
his suggestion with alacrity. 


THIS 
IS AN APPEALING 
idea. But it probably is unreal­ 
istic. 
In the first place, San Quen­ 
tin is not designed for a mini­ 
mum security institution. 
Everything about its high walls 
and forbidding aspect symboliz­ 
es close restraint. 


In the second place, the State 
of California does not need 
more minimum security pris­ 
ons. 7'he three it has —at Chi­ 
no. Jamestown and Susanville 
— are more than enough. This 
happens because the prisons 
were designed for a pattern of 
inmate intake that has been 
made obsolete by the soaring 
increase in violent crime the 
past few years. What the state 
needs are more maximum se­ 
curity prisons. 


WE SUGGEST THAT the 
State of California, instead of 
spending more money to con­ 
vert San Quentin, spend it to 
build maximum security facili­ 
ties at one of its outlying pris­ 
ons — such as Chino, James­ 
town or Susanville. We suggest 
it cease spending on San Quen­ 
tin construction, and continue 
to reduce the San Quentin Pris­ 
on population — now down 
below 3,000 from a maximum 
of more than 5,000 a decade or 
so ago. 


And we suggest that, as soon 
as sufficient facilities are avail­ 
able elsewhere, it sell the Quen­ 
tin Point site, which would be 
one of the most desirable resi­ 
dential sites in the whole Bay 
Area if there were no prison 
there. 


Atmospheric Lead Report 
Fails To Tell Whole Story

The .National Research Council claimed 
last week that the lead content in air has 
changed little in the past 15 years, and 
that the average city dweller gets only 
one-fourth of the amount at which symp­ 
toms of lead poisoning begin to appear. 


What the council failed to report is the 
extreme hazard to human health of 
spurious reports from government coun­ 
cils that purport to be honest and deserve 
public trust. We have in mind the council 
itself, or at least its committee on the 
effects of atmospheric pollutants, which 
issued the pollyanna report. 


The full report did not make the press, 
we'll concede, but what it did get into its 
press agentry convinced us that the 
committee must have a hefty representa­ 
tion from the lead additive industry. The 
industry has been fighting limits on lead 
in gasoline, not without success. 


HOW ELSE COULD the council's find­ 
ings be so contrary to those in California 
by the state Department of Public 
Health? The department's own data doc­ 
umented definite increases in atmospher-

k lead in Los Angeles, for example. Bay 
Area smog officials said similar data has 
been gathered for only the past three 
years here, too short a time for meaning­ 
ful findings. 


According to the Department of Public 
Health, atmospheric lead levels above 
two micrograms per cubic liter, aver­ 
aged over 30 days, can produce a definite 
effect on the biochemical mechanism 
involved in the manufacture of red blood 
cells. The 30-day average in the Bay Area 
“ fairly consistently” exceeds the state 
maximum of one and one-half micro­ 
grams, and reaches as high as four 
micrograms, according to the Bay Area 
Air Pollution Control District. 


In Los Angeles, the level reaches eight 
micrograms! 


The council, however, apparently fig­ 
ured that the only health effect worth 
noting was lead poisoning. More subtle 
effects such as a failure in the biochemi­ 
cal mechanism to produce red blood cells 
did not concern it. 


Personally, we have a higher regard 
for our red blood cells than we do for the 
council. 


As one district official put it about the 
presidentially appointed council, “ It's 
quite a prestigious group — at least it 
was until I read that report.” He prom­ 
ised that after it is reviewed further, “ I 
think we may have more to say.” 


SAN FRANCISCO BAY is far cleaner 
than it used to be. despite contrary 
claims by Ralph Nader’s “ raiders.'’ As 
recalled by one who knows, much of the 
shoreline 20 years ago was “ a stinking 
mess, devoid of dissolved oxygen and 
reeking with hydrogen sulfide gas." 


All this is changed, we were reminded 
by John B. Harrison of San Leandro, for 
18 years executive officer of the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board. And it has 
Changed because of huge investments by 
municipalities and industry ir. wastewa­ 
ter controls. 


Harrison noted that 20 years ago many 
of Nader’s “ raiders” were “ no doubt 
absorbed in their own pollution control 
problems, such as those associated with 
the wearing of diapers.” 


Fee For Keeping 
Your Car On Street? 


Is there support among Mill Valley 
residents and homeowners for the idea of 
charging a small monthly fee for use of 
city streets in residential areas for per­ 
manent parking, where there is no ga­ 
rage, carport, or platform? We might 
thus attack 
the problem of proliferat­ 
ing cars around one residence, as well as 
improve navigation on our narrow' roads. 


The issue is one of tax inequity, in my 
mind. Any structure, from a modest 
parking deck to a real garage, raises 
one's property assessment. With our tax 
rate of about $13 per $100 assessed 
valuation, we pay anywhere from about 
$12 a year in extra taxes to well over $100 
a year for the fact that we keep our cars 
on our own property when not in use. 
Those who do not have facilities to do 
this, or have more cars than storage 
space, pay nothing at all. Meanwhile, 
their cars are an inconvenience to every­ 
one else, to a greater or lesser degree. 
This is certainly inequitable. 


We should have a monthly fee. payable 
annually or semi-annually, indicated by a 
sticker on the car, which an officer w’ould 
check at night. I understand Fairfax and 
San Anselmo have banned overnight stor­ 
age and issue $2 tickets for violations. 
Fairfax has a $1 a month “ hardship 
parking permit” for those with no alter­ 
native. 


The first question people ask is, “ What 
about overnight guests?” In Milwaukee, 
where a $4 a month fee system has 
worked well for years, they exempt 
Saturday nights. In San Anselmo. they 
told me that visitors simply put a note 
under the windshield, which, obviously, 
could not be abused without the checking 
officer noticing. After all, it is the perma­ 
nent parkers we are concerned with.

Senator Mills Thinks 
Editorial Amusing 


It was with -some amusement that I 
read your editorial of Sept. 8, entitled. 
■'Does Senator Mills Think It's A Sin To 
Drive?” 
You misunderstood the nature of the

existing tax on gasoline, as well as the 
proposed sales tax when you label it a 
“ sin tax". Tax monies from gasoline go 
into a highway users fund that since 1938 
have been used exclusively for the motor­ 
ist. You state that the sales tax on 
gasoline, which I propose, would only be 
used for transportation studies. That is 
not true. The monies derived from the 
sales tax on gasoline could be used for 
transportation programs including, but 
not limited to. rapid transit, local bus 
systems, bike trails and for roads and 
streets. Some of the beneficiaries of this 
bill w'ould include the City of San Rafael 
and the County of Marin. 


In short, it's a transportation bill, not a 
conspiracy, and it has the support of 
most organizations representing highway 
users — and the opposition of not one. 


You criticize the increase in taxes, but 
still maintain that you are for alternative 
transportation. You had a hand in bring­ 
ing this particular approach of funding 
about. It was the defeat of Proposition 18 
at the hands of the highway and oil lobby 
that has created the necessity for this 
kind of legislation. Proposition 18 would 
have provided revenue sources for alter­ 
native transportation systems without 
raising additoinal taxes. You may recall 
the campaign against Proposition 18. In 
fact you opposed it along with others who 
said that Proposition 18 would mean 
more taxes. But failure to pass the ballot 
measure, as I told newspapers then, 
would mean an increase in taxes, as 
certainly as the night follows the day. 


In your editorial you incorrectly state 
that SB 325 puts gasoline into the same 
category as whiskey, gin, and cigarettes, 
because it subjects gasoline to the gener­ 
al sales tax. To the contrary, it puts 
gasoline in the same category as shoes, 
clothes, diesel fuel, and most other com­ 
modities. which are also subject to the 
sales tax. 
I am sure that a call to the Automobile 
Club of California or Southern California 
might be enough to allay your fears of 
what SB 325 would do. Unlike you, they 
support the bill.

Case Of Lt. Col. Herbert 
Reflects Shame On Army Leaders

In many ways, the case of Lt. Col. 
Anthony B. Herbert is a more damaging 
reflection on the present leadership of the 
United States Army than was the case of 
Lt. W. L. Calley. 
A nation deadened to shock by the 
Calley case might find it easy to let the 
Herbert affair pass into history without 
any firm effort towards resolution. 
But that would hardly serve the cause 
of justice. Nor would it serve the need for 
the Army to purge itself in the interest of 
restoring its internal morale and its 
public reputation. 
LT. COL. HERBERT, a much decorat­ 
ed and highly regarded career officer, 
last March filed formal charges against 
two of his former superior officers in 
Vietnam, Maj. Gen. John Barnes and Lt. 
Col. J. Ross Franklin. Lt. Col. Herbert 
accused the two senior officers of failing 
to act on eight complaints he had made 
in Vietnam in 1969 about alleged atroci­ 
ties against Vietnamese detainees com­ 
mitted by troops in the command. The 
troops that allegedly committed the acts 
were mainly South Vietnamese, although 
one American adviser was implicated. 
The two senior officers have denied the 
charges. 
Lt. Col. Herbert claims that not oniy 
were his complaints ignored but that they 
earned him a bad efficiency report, relief 
from his combat command and a one­ 
way ticket home to a dead-end job as 
reenlistment officer for the Third Army. 
He has not made himself very popular 
with the Army’s top brass since, airing 
his charges and criticisms in the press 


and elsewhere. Now the 40-year-old offi­ 
cer says he has been asked to retire. 
PART OF THE PRO BLEM in this case 
might have been too-intense competition 
between two ambitious officers, Lt. Col. 
Herbert and Lt. Col. Franklin. However, 
that is only a minor consideration rela­ 
tive to the fact that Lt. Col. Herbert has 
brought highly serious charges of a type 
that aroused the emotions of the entire 
nation in the case of Lt. Calley. 
And as yet there has been no sign that 
the Army intends to bring courtmartial 
proceedings that would enable any of the 
officers involved to prove their conflict­ 
ing contentions. All that has resulted has 
been what appears to be a systematic 
and underhanded effort to destroy the 
career of Lt. Col. Herbert. 
If the colonel’s charges are true and he 
made complaints that were not acted 
upon, the Army would seem to have a 
case for some form of punishment 
against the officers charged. If they are 
untrue, the Army has a case against Lt. 
Col. Herbert. In either event, the matters 
involved here are of such public import­ 
ance that they should be resolved through 
a public trial, not by behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering of a type that suggests a 
Byzantine intrigue. 
The matter has been festering too long 
and the Army is in no shape to afford 
further doubts about the character of its 
leadership. And the nation cannot afford 
to have doubts about whether the com­ 
mand structure, which goes up to the 
commander in chief, is capable of deal­ 
ing with such matters.

Governors Are 'Forgotten Men' 
On Notional Political Scene

WHAT OUR READERS SAY 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — The gover­ 
nors of the United States, who are 
gathering here to exchange woes, used to 
be the premier politicians of the nation. 
No more. They are working harder and 
enjoying it less. In most cases, once 
elected, their future is behind them. 
This is particularly galling on the eve 
of another presidential election year. 
Once they were either the kings or the 
king-makers. It was not so long ago that 
Presidents and presidential nominees 
were mostly drawn from the governor­ 
ships. 
In the long array of 1972 Democratic 
presidential hopefuls — candidates who 
are running or are about to run — not 
even the brim of the hat of one Demo­ 
cratic governor is in the ring. 
THE AMERICAN GOVERNORS are 
today overburdened with unsolved social 
and racial problems. Their states are 
underfinanced because of inadequate rev­ 
enues. Their prospects of political ad­ 
vance to the national level are so small 
as to be barely visible to the eyes of all 
the reporters here in Puerto Rico. 
The governors who are here are quite 
eager to discuss 1972 presidential politics. 
But when they do they are neither talking 
about themselves nor about each other. 
When you look at the declining role of 
the governors in national elections over 
the past 40 years, they have been increas­ 
ingly on the sidelines — and it has never 
been more evident than now. 
There are at least 10 active or often- 
mentioned candidates for the ’72 Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination — and 
there’s not a governor among them and 
none on the distant horizon. 
The Democratic vice-presidential nomi­ 
nation may go to Mayor Lindsay or Sen. 
Birch Bayh or Sen. George McGovern, 
but it isn’t going to any Democratic 
governor. 


BY NO MEANS NEUTRAL 


No Republican governor could serious­ 
ly challenge Richard Nixon’s first-ballot 
victory at the 1968 convention, and if 
Spiro Agnew isn’t going to be Nixon’s 
running-mate, it is unlikely the choice 
will be a Republican governor. 
THE PAUCITY of qualified governors 
for high national office is no recent 
phenomenon. 
Look at the record for the past 12 
years: 
Out of 16 nominations from 1960 to 1972, 
only one will have gone to a governor. 
In 1960 two Democratic senators (Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson) opposed two former 
Republican senators (Nixon and Lodge). 
In 1964 two Democratic senators (Johnson 
and Humphrey) opposed two Republican 
congressmen (Senator Goldwater and 
Rep. William Miller). In 1968 two Demo­ 
cratic senators (Humphrey and Muskie) 
opposed Nixon and Governor Agnew. And 
next year it will be more of the same — 
hardly a governor in the running at any 
point on either ticket. 
AND W HERE HAVE the governors 
been in national politics over an even 
longer political span? They have been out 
of sight most of the time — and the 
absence of governors on the national 
scene marks a radical wrench in the 
political pattern. 
Consider that from Grover Cleveland s 
first term in 1884 to the election of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932 seven of 
the 10 Presidents had been governors. 
Time was when governors were the 
stuff Presidents were made of. 
Not any more. Since F.D.R. no gover­ 
nor has been elected President of the 
United States. 
This can’t be accidental. It must be 
related to the fact that state government 
is declining relative to the burgeoning 
national government. 


Everybody Fails To Act 
On Major Health Problem

WASHINGTON — Dr. Moe Bergman of 
New York City called it “ one of our most 
serious public health problems." 
YD? Typhoid fever? Botulism? No. 
“ The pupils dilate, skin pales, mucous 
membranes dry, there are intestinal 
spasms and the adrenals explode secre­ 
tions.” according to Dr. Samuel Rosen, 
also of New York. 
He might have been describing the 
effects of a new nerve gas developed by 
the Army Chemical Corps, but he wasn’t. 
Dr. John A, Parr of Great Britain took 
the description of symptoms further: 
“ Our muscles tense and we jerk. Our 
abdonimal blood vessels contract to drive 
extra blood to the muscles, producing a 
feeling of the stomach turning over. And 
in an instant the liver releases stores of 
glucose to provide fuel for the muscles. 
This internal upheaval, if repeated again 
and again, is exhausting physically and 
mentally, and ultimately can cause a 
nervous breakdown." 
St. Vitus dance? Delirium tremens? 
Cerebral palsy? 
No. Just noise. 
HOUSEHOLD NOISE, neighborhood 
noise, traffic noise, industrial noise, air­ 
port noise, pre-dawn noise, rush-hour 
noise — not one of them, but all of them, 
layered one atop the other, are literally 
driving a certain percentage of Ameri­ 
cans mad and having an unmeasured 
effect on millions of unaware others. 
Yet nothing organized or effective is 
being done about it. The Department of 
Labor had the legal authority for 33 years 
before it acted two years ago, under 
rising pressure, to set noise levels for 
industry.

In the city where the greatest variety 
of noises hammers at innocent ears and 
nervous systems, Mayor John Lindsay 
named a “ task force” to consider the 
situation back in 1967. The words “ task 
force“ are used in naming a committee 
to imply that the committee is going to 
embark on crash action, the way Task 
Force 77 blitzed the enemy in the Pacific 
two or three wars ago. The Lindsay task 
force took three years to draw up a 
report agreeing that noise in the city had 
reached intolerable levels, and it recom­ 
mended action. But have you visited New 
York lately? 


Last March, a panel told the Com­ 
merce Department that noise pollution 
nationwide was “ on the verge of reaching 
a serious level,’’ and called for new 
federal and state standards to control it. 
The Senate Commerce Committee’s envi­ 
ronment subcommittee held hearings on 
proposed legislation at midsummer. A 
hill is being drafted now to reflect the 
administration’s desires and the inten­ 
tions of the subcommittee, as influenced 
by those hearings. Still ahead is either 
concurrence or another series of hearings 
by the Public Works Committee, which 
also has jurisdiction, as well as action in 
the House, 


And even if the Senate bill is rubber 
stamped into law before the year is out, 
it will proride another two years beyond 
that before official federal noise level 
standards are set, and yet another two 
years beyond that before manufacturers 
of noisy machines are required to comply 
with those standards. 


AS CURRENTLY PROPOSED, the fed­ 
eral law would have no retroactive effect 
— that is. the buses, trucks, garbage 
compressors, air hammers, whisperjets, 
motorcycles, sirens and other endlessly 
assorted instruments of the devil already 
committed to the assault will be allowed 
to continue unmuffled until they wear 
out. The federal standards envisioned 
also would preempt what localities could 
require toward quieter machinery. For a 
town or neighborhood to demand tighter 
regulations or an emergency exception to 
the non-retroactive federal standards 
would require legal appeals for special 
treatment. 
To the surprise of absolutely no one, 
the long time lag between naming com­ 
mittees, passing laws and perhaps even­ 
tually seeing some results is a govern­ 
mental courtesy to industry, which will 
have a hard time converting to make 
quieter equipment after it is required by 
law. Of course, no industry is going to do 
such a thing until it is required by law — 
not if there is a risk of losing a dollar in 
the process. 
Granted, enforcement of industrial 
standards will take time. But the federal 
government will make a mistake if it 
removes decisions on noise standards 
entirely from local jurisdiction, and this 
is a threat the states’ rights crusaders 
should be howling softly about. For 
example, while the wheels of bureaucrat­ 
ic enforcement are gearing up, nothing 
should stop each town in the country 
from posting a cop on a motorcycle 
alongside its busiest thoroughfare to haul 
in the noisiest passersby. (On second 
thought, better put him on a bicycle.)

B-29740 Has Own Solution 
To Violence A t San Quentin 


The morning mail one day 
last week brought a letter from 
a San Quentin prison inmate 
who had a simple solution for 
cutting down violence at the 
institution. 
Convict No. B-29740, who said 
in his letter that he first was 
sent to San Quentin in 1938, 
certainly could be considered a 
longtime observer of the state’s 
penal system. 
Furthermore, the letter was 
handwritten in the careful, ex­ 
tremely legible style typical of 
the prison’s “ writ-writers” — 
those men who have perfected 
a certain way of petitioning the 
courts to take a look at their 
grievances. 
B-29740, HOWEVER, did not 
discuss his own problems in the 
letter sent to the Independent- 
Joum al. Rather, he took up the 
subject of the indeterminate 
sentence which is the final 
straw to many convicts and is 
under fire by some prison re­ 
form advocates. 
The letter writer believes that 
California's old “good tim e” 
system, in effec4. until the Adult 
Authority was created in the 
1940s, worked much better than 
the present setup. 
B-29740 points out that even 
with indeterminate sentences, 
which became the law in Cali­ 
fornia many years ago, a man 
could get out at a specified time 
if he earned “good tim e.” 
For example, he said, if a 
man had been given a one-to- 
five-year sentence, he could be 
discharged from prison after 
three years and nine months if 
he stayed out of trouble while in 
the “joint.” 
The writer went on to say 
that “ no one wanted to lose his

used in county jails, where sen­ 
tences can be reduced for good 
behavior. 
Under the present state pris­ 
on system, however, a man 
goes before the Adult Authority 
board to find out if he is to be 
paroled. This group of the gov­ 
ernor’s appointees has the pow­ 
er to release men early or to 
decide that they have not been 
sufficiently rehabilitated to 
reenter society. 
It is this power which gripes 
most convicts, many of whom 
say they’d rather know exactly 
how much time they have to 
serve. 
Prison officials point out, 
however, that the indetermi­ 
nate sentence was considered a 
great reform when adopted by 
the legislature. Before that 
tim e, sentences im posed by 
judges in various parts of the 
state for the same crimes var­ 
ied widely according to the 
judge’s own personality and the 
community in which he lived. 
Since the indeterminate sen­ 
tence came into existence in 
C alifornia, judges pronounce 
judgment, “ I sentence you to 
prison for the term prescribed 
by law,” and then the Adult 
Authority takes over. 
THE TERM PRESCRIBED 
can be one to five years, five to 
life, or various other combina­ 
tions. 
It is never a fixed term, such 
as in the federal penal system 
w here determ inate sentences 
are given. 
Since the rallying cry of the 
prisoner reformers these days 
is “do away with the indetermi­ 
n a te s e n te n c e .” B-29740's 
suggestion for a return to “good 
tim e” is interesting. 
It is also interesting that the 
reformers shy away from any 
proposal as to what they want 
instead of the indeterminate 
sentence.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Are 
government workers “ sacrifical 
lam b s” caught in P resident 
Nixon’s pay freeze at substand­ 
ard wages? That’s what Rep. 
Jerome R. Waldie, D-Calif., be­ 
lieves. 
Or are they already on the 
payroll at more than they could 
expect in private employment 
and overdue for a leveling off 
or even in some cases a cut? 
T h at’s what a recent Wall 
Street Journal survey showed 
m^ny businessmen think. 
No doubt individual cases can 
be found to substantiate either 
contention. The fact is that 
government pay has spiraled in 
recent years and under existing 
law can be expected to continue 
to climb almost automatically 
by billions of dollars annually. 
IN 1954 FEDERAL taxpayers 
paid their 5.7 million civilian 
and military employes $18 bil­ 
lion. In the 12 months that 
ended July 1 this year the 
payroll for 5.6 million federal 
workers totalled $45.7 billion. In 
addition, retirement pay ran 
$6.6 billion, for a grand total 
government manpower cost of 
more than $52 billion. 
The average government job 
has jumped in pay by 75 per 
cent since 1962. The maximum 
salary for so-called classified 
workers has climbed to $36.000. 
Of course, non-governm ent 
pay has been going up too, and 
much of the government in­ 
crease has been awarded in the 
name of “comparability” with 
private pay scales. 
The next “ co m p arab ility ” 
boost had been due next Jan. 1 
and was estimated to run 6 per 
cent. 
Nixon, as part of his 
anti-inflation campaign, has or­ 
dered that increase delayed un­ 
til July 1, and has warned he 
may order postponed also the 
next scheduled “comparabili­ 
ty” round. 
ONE PROBLEM with “ com­ 
parability” is deciding what job 
in the Agriculture Department 
is equivalent to what job in a 
bank. Critics of the system see 
another problem in the fact that 
the experts who make these 
determinations tend to be, in 
one way or another, govern­ 
ment workers themselves and 
thus not without possible con­ 
flict of interest. 
Civil 
servants 
come 
in 
grades 1 through 18. Military 
men are ranked differently but 
are supposed to be paid the 
same scale. The lowliest clerk 
or lab o rer rihe governm ent 
calls him GS 1) currently is 
paid $4.326 a year to start and 
can work his way up to $5,622. 
A GS 7 is paid from $8.582 to 
$11.156. With a rating of GS 12. 
a federal worker can expect 
from $15.040 to $19,549, depend­ 
ing on years of service and 
annual stepups. GS 16 pays 
from $28,129 to $35,633. 
An 18 is down in the books for 
$37,624, but because that would 
put him over some of his ap­ 
pointive political bosses he is 
currentlv cut off at $36,000.

In 1970, fires killed approximately 12,200 
persons in the United States. Of these, 6,500 
died in the home. Do you know how to leave a 
burning building? According to The Continen­ 
tal Insurance Companies, fear and panic are 
man’s worst enemies during a blaze. Most 
injuries and fatalities can be avoided if the 
family conducts careful, regular fire drills. 
Even young children can be taught to lea\e a 
burning house quickly and calmly. 
CONTINENTAL has a small pamphlet with 
many suggestions along these 
lines. For example, an adult 
should check the house before 
retiring to be sure that all 
cigarettes are out and cooking 
appliances and space heaters 
are disconnected. Plan how 
each person can reach the 
ground level from the second 
story.

Can Win 
Coody Shows He 
Under Pressure 


AKRON, Ohio (UPD-The al­ 
batross is gone from around 
Charlie Coody’s neck. 
The 34-year-old taciturn Tex­ 
an from Abileen will never go 
down in sports history as a 
funny guy to listen to. like Lee 
Trevino, and he himself insists 
even today, “ I’m not a super- 
star, I just do the best I6can.” 
But in the wake of his one 
stroke World Series of Golf 
victory here Sunday, nobody 
can ever say again that Charlie 
Coody isn’t a deadgame guy on 
the golf course, that he’s the 
type of a golfer who will fold 
when the pressure gets really 
hot. 
Because the tall, dark haired 
form er Air Force lieutenant 
looked disaster in the eye at 
least three times in the final 
round and came through with 
great shots in the clutch for a 
three over par 73 that produced 
a winning total of 141 for the 
two day, 36-hole tournament 
among the winners of the top 
golf championships of 1971. 
Jack Nicklaus, four time win­ 
ner of the Series, was second 
with a 71-142, Bruce Crampton 
of Australian was third with a 
70-143 and Trevino, the U.S. and 
British Open champion, was 
last with a 74-146. 


Here are the three crises of 
Charlie Coody on a cool, over­ 
cast day at the par 70, 7,180 
yard Firestone .Country Club 
course: 
...He started the day three 
strokes ahead of Nicklaus, went 
four ahead with his only birdie 
of the day on the first hole then 
blew the whole wad with a 
double bogey seven on the sec­ 
ond hole as Nicklaus fired an 
eagle three. Coody m ade a 
rambling tour of the rough on 
two fairways and a trap and 
wound up muffing a four foot 
putt. 
(“ It was one of the worst 
holes I’ve ever played,” he 
confessed later. “ It wasn’t that 
I hit bad shots, it was that I 
didn’t think the hole through. 
For instance, it never occurred 
to me to play down the third 
fairway.”) 
...He got back into a two 
stroke lead as Nicklaus bo­ 
geyed the 11th hole but saw Big 
Jack cut it to a single • stroke 
with a fantastic iron shot on the 
15th that stopped 18 inches from 
the pin to set up a birdie. 
“ I told him ‘nice shot,’ but 
what Ireally wanted to do was 
hit him over the head” said 
Coody in a rare adventure into

Table-Top Computer Device 
May Replace Vote Machines 


An unemployed aerospace en­ 
gineer, Jam es Whitworth of 
Greenbrae, has developed a ta­ 
ble-top computer device, which 
he says promises to obsolete 
every voting machine in the 
country. 
Called the Ballotmaster, the 
machine electronically records 
and stores votes in a memory 
system at each precinct. When 
the polls close, memory banks 
are interrogated over telephone 
lines by a processor-storage 
unit at central election head­ 
quarters. 
Whitworth, who hopes to find 
financing for his Ballotmaster 
before the 1972 elections, says 
its accuracy is assured elec­ 
tronically by eliminating the 
human error in the voting proc­ 
ess and by the fact that the 
voter punches an IBM card 
when casting his vote. This can 
be checked later against the 
electronic vote. And it is said to 
work fast — recording total 
votes for entire counties within 
minutes after the polls close. 
How much does it cost? Whi­ 
tworth is shooting for a figure 
of $1.000 per precenct for one 
Ballotmaster and its memory 
unit.
